INAUGURAL ADDRESS. * 


Gentlemen op the City Council : 

The revolving year brings us again to the time pre- 
scribed by our charter for inaugurating anew our Munici- 
pal Government. Having taken upon myself a solemn, 
obbgation faithfully to discharge the duties of my office 
for another term, it will be my endeavor to exert Avhat- 
ever ability I may possess to discharge, with the aid of 
past experience, all the duties devolving upon me in such 
a manner as shall redound to the highest good of our con- 
stituents. 

You, gentlemen, have also assumed like responsibilities, 
and have given the same binding pledge for fidelity in 
office, and I am confident that the public business entrusted 
to your care will be performed to the general satisfaction 
of our constituents. In accordance with a time-honored 
custom, it becomes my duty to give you a synopsis of the 
transactions of the government the past year, and to sug- 
gest for your consideration such legislation for the future 
as in my opinion the necessities of the city may seem to 
require. 

I congratulate you upon the favorable auspices under 
which we assemble to-day, as compared with like occa- 
sions the four years previous. Then the absorbing duty 
of doing the utmost to furnish men and money for 
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prosecuting tlie war and preserving the unity and integrity 
of the government was paramount. Now peace has been 
restored — the integrity, freedom and unity of the country 
secured — and our citizens relieved from the anxieties 
attendant upon a state of war. 

In my address to the Council, last year, I used this 
language: “With a firm reliance upon the God of our 
fathers, let us work on, trusting and hoping that ere the 
ushering in of another new year peace may be restored, 
and joy and gladness prevail over a disenthralled and uni- 
ted country.” That hope and trust has ended in full fru- 
ition of the anticipated blessings of freedom and peace. 

At the commencement of the rebellion, the most san- 
guine could scarcely have anticipated results so glorious. 
The stain of African slavery, which has been a reproach 
to our government from its foundation, has been totally 
and constitutionally removed, and this, too, in part by 
the action of those who inaugurated a civil war for the 
purpose of founding a government whose corner-stone 
should be slavery. How true it is, “ There is a Divinity 
that shapes our ends — rough hew them as we will ” ! 

Although this struggle with treason has secured to us 
and our posterity the blessing of a united government, 
and made our country what we have so often, though 
falsely, claimed for it — “the land of the free” — yet how 
fearful has been the price! Let the lone widow, the 
orphaned children, and the broken family circles answer. 
These losses we cannot restore. But we can, in some 
measure, alleviate the suffering and want which the loss 
of those who have nobly given their lives for their coun- 
try has entailed upon their surviving families. 

If our national, state and municipal governments shall 
ever fail to do this act of justice, they will prove them- 


selves unworthy the blessings those noble men have pur- 
chased with their blood. In the discharge of our official 
duties, let not this sin of ingratitude he ours. 

Of the many noble sacrifices on the altar of our coun- 
try, one stands pre-eminent. When, on the fourteenth of 
April last, the sad tidings flashed along the wires that 
Abraham Lincoln had been assassinated, loyal men were 
for the moment paralyzed; but, when the shock had 
passed, each resolved more firmly that the unholy rebel- 
lion which had instigated so foul a deed should, whatever 
the sacrifice, be suppressed. With singular unanimity, 
the loyal States had re-elected President Lincoln for a 
second term, and probably no man since Washington has 
shared so largely in the affections of his loyal fellow- 
countrymen' as he. But he has gone ! The sighs of a 
bereaved people have attended his pure spirit to its pater- 
nal abode. The prayers of four millions of enfranchised 
people are daily ascending in remembrance of their illus- 
trious benefactor, and his tomb shall be the Mecca of their 
posterity, who will water it with grateful tears. 

The death of the Chief Executive of the nation, under 
like circumstances, in almost any nation in Europe, would 
likely have been attended by anarchy and revolution — 
but our political system continues to move on in its con- 
stitutional orbit without a jar. Vice President Johnson, 
who, like the lamented Lincoln, was a self-made man of 
humble origin, assumed the helm of State, and directed to 
final completion the work his predecessor did not live to 
complete. 

The part taken by our own city in the struggle for na- 
tional existence has been such as to leave us no regrets— 
except for the loss of our brave sons, who have fallen in 
the contest. As it was the fortune of our citizens to be the 
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first in the field, so they are to be the last to leave, the 
30tli Regiment, which was organized in this city and 
composed largely of our citizens, and the 24th Regiment, 
being now the only Massachusetts organizations in the 
service of the government. 

The following is an abstract of the number of men fur- 
nished by our city under the several calls of the Presi- 
dent, and the expense of recruiting the same, including 
city bounties : 

1861 — April 15. 

Call for 75,000 men for three months. Lowell furnished 
223 men, at a cost of $596.08 ; average cost, $2.67 3-10. 

1861— May 3. 

Call for 50,000 men, and July 1 call for 600,000 men. 
Our quota under these calls was 2098 men, for three years. 
The number recruited was 2390, at a cost of $65,681.78 ; 
average cost, $27.48. 

1862 — August 4. 

- Call for 300,000 men, for nine months. Our quota was 
235; enlisted and furnished 557 men, at a cost of $22,- 
162.25 ; average, $35.78 8-10. 

1863 — October 17. 

Call for 300,000 men — our quota was set at 288 men ; 
and February 1, 1864, a call was issued for 500,000 men ; 
this was understood to include the previous call. We 
furnished 211 men, at a cost of $902.30 ; average cost, 
$4.27 6-10. The report of the Adjutant General, Janu- 
ary 1, 1864, stated that we had at that time a surplus of 
179 men. 
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1864 — July 18. 

Cull for 500,000 men ; our quota, 627. We furnished, 
including 196 Navy recruits allowed, 998 men, at a cost 
of $147,549.11 ; average cost, $147.94 1-2. 

1864 — December 19. 

Call for 300,000 men. No quota was ever assigned to 
Lowell under this call. I was informed by the Provost 
Marshal that, our quota, January 1, 1865, was eight men 
short of all requirements. We continued our enlistments 
until the surrender of Richmond. The number enlisted 
subsequent to the call in December was 182 men, at a 
cost of $17,039.55; average cost, $129.08. * 

Of the volunteers for 100 days, Lowell furnished 252 
men, at a cost of $143.80 — making the whole number 
standing to our credit 4763 men, and the whole cost of 
recruiting and bounties has been $254,074.87. In addi- 
tion to this we have expended for uniforms, equipments, 
interest on State aid paid, and other incidental expenses 
of the war, exclusive of the Ladd and Whitney Monu- 
ment, the sum of $39,141.02 — making a grand total of 
$293,215.89. It should be stated that there were 450 
men from our city who enlisted in the naval service, but 
in the apportionment which was made only 196 were 
allowed to our credit. Had we received full credit for 
these men, our whole number furnished would have been 
5022. 


LADD AND WHITNEY MONUMENT. 

The monument to the mpmory of Luther C. Ladd and 
Addison 0. Whitney was completed early in April last. 
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and was duly consecrated on the 17th of June by the 
Masonic Grand Lodge, a patriotic oration by His Excel- 
lency Governor Andrew, and other appropriate ceremo- 
nies. The entire cost, $1508.23. Of this sum the Com- 
monwealth appropriated and paid $2000. There has also 
been expended in grading, turfing and fencing the grounds 
the sum of $558.72. The structure reflects credit on our 
State and city, and is a just tribute of gratitude to the 
memory of those youthful martyrs who led the van of 
those immortal heroes who have died that their country 
might live. 


STATE AID. 

The department of State Aid has been continued 
through the year. The Committee on Military Affairs 
selected John F. Frye, Esq., as agent for disbursing the 
payments, and it gives me pleasure to say that he has 
discharged his duties with great fidelity. The importance 
of extreme vigilance- in thi§ office the past year is obvi- 
ous, from the fact that the army has mostly been dis- 
charged, and as the Commonwealth does not refund pay- 
ments made after the discharge of the soldier, except in 
certain cases, it has been found necessary, in order to 
protect our own treasury, to use extreme caution in each 
case of payment. Our own State, differing in this respect 
from most others, has paid aid to the families of her vol- 
unteers, wherever located. This has involved a large 
amount of correspondence monthly, to learn whether the 
person on whose account the aid was paid was then in the 
service. The whole number of families that have received 
aid during the year was 921; amount disbursed, $54,723; 
number of families now receiving aid, 121. These are 
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the families of members of the 30th Regiment, those scr- 
ying in the Navy, and a few returned soldiers who have 
been disabled in the service. 

SCHOOLS. 

Of all our appropriations for specific objects, that for 
our public schools stands foremost, whether considered in 
regard to the amount expended, or its bearing on the vir- 
tue, intelligence, and well-being of our population. Of 
all our various expenditures none, I am sure, gives us so 
valuable returns as the amount expended for educational 
purposes. To these institutions, coeval Avith the settle- 
ment of our CommonAvealth, Ave OAve Avhatever of moral- 
ity and intelligence attaches to our NeAv England charac- 
ter. While I Avould recommend the strictest economA' in 
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the expenditures of this department, as in others, I would 
withhold nothing that Avould tend to elevate and improve 
the character and usefulness of our schools. One addi- 
tional Primary School has been opened the past year on 
Cross street. This was found to be necessary to relieA'e 
the other schools in that vicinity, Avhich had a larger 
number of pupils than could be Avell accommodated. The 
average number of pupils attending the schools the past 
year has been about tAvo per cent, greater than the year 
previous. The enhanced price of most of the necessaries 
of living, has borne heavily upon persons lmving fixed 
salaries. Having this fact in A r ieAV, the School Committee 
have considered it but an act of justice to increase in 
some degree the salaries of the teachers in our public 
schools. This will require the appropriation for schools 
the present year to be somewhat increased. As a general 
rule I believe the schools to be Avell conducted, and the 
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teachers competent and faithful. The past year the office 
of Special Truant Commissioner has been revived, with 
good results, and I earnestly recommend that the office be 
continued. For the details of the operation and condition 
of the schools, I would refer you to the reports of the 
Superintendent and School Committee, which will soon 
be laid before you. The amount standing to the credit of 
this appropriation was $54,384.05; expenditures, $54,- 
251.59; balance undrawn, $132.46. 

• SCHOOL HOUSES. 

There have been no extensive outlays for school houses 
the past year, except for the introduction of steam for 
heating the Bartlett and Varnum Schools. T am not 
aware of any that will be required the present year, ex- 
cept it be for remodeling the High School house. The 
Council of last year ordered plans to be procured for this 
purpose, which has been done. These plans contemplate de- 
voting the entire area of the two stories to school purposes, 
and the erection of an addition on each side for entrances 
and stair-ways ; also, by the construction of a “ French 
roof” on the building, to obtain an exhibition hall for 
school purposes. These improvements are considered re- 
quisite by the School Committee for the better accommo- 
dation of the school. Owing to the late day on which 
the plans were matured, the Council of last year took no 
steps for having them carried into execution, but have re- 
ferred the subject to this Council. During the past } T ear 
the Primary School house on Mill street has been sold, 
and the brick one on Middle street has been taken down 
to make room for the new engine house. The amount 
appropriated for school houses, with the unexpended bal- 


ance of 18G4, was $0,898.87; expenditures, $0,305.02; 
balance undrawn, $593.85.

Few of our duties will require more care and the exer- 
cise of sounder judgment on our part than the care of the 
poor. Owing to the great demand for labor in the mills 
and in other employments the past year, this class of per- 
sons in our city has not been large compared with the 
whole number of our population, although slightly in- 
creased from the year previous. ,This increase may per- 
haps be accounted for from the fact that the Common- 
wealth has given a legal settlement to the family of any 
soldier enlisted to our credit who had resided in the city 
six months prior to his enlistment, and has served in the 
army one year, or, in the lack of such residence, a claim 
for relief from the city if they shall fall into want while 
residing here. The amount of relief granted to persons 
out of the Almshouse having a resident settlement was 
$348.53; to persons having no settlement, $159.04; to 
families of discharged soldiers, $284.20. Of this latter 
class I would say, that upon investigation, every claim 
made has been ascei'tained to have been well founded, and 
prompt relief granted. As there is no provision in law 
for aiding persons not having a settlement in the Com- 
monwealth, all disbursements for this purpose are clearly 
without authority, yet it has always been practised to a 
greater or less extent since our incorporation as a city. 
As the duty of deciding on this class of claims falls chiefly 
on the Mayor, of course the amount expended will depend 
on the thoroughness of the investigation, and to what ex- 
tent the heart is allowed to sway the judgment. I would 
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therefore advise that an annual appropriation he made for 
this specific purpose, which will give the disbursement the 
sanction of law; and if exhausted and a further sum is re- 
quired, will draw the attention of the City Council to the 
subject. As a general rule, it is just and proper to assist 
families when there are children who in a few years will 
be of an age to be self-supporting ; but if, as is often the 
case, the person has no family, or if the circumstances of 
the family are such that they must rely mainly upon 
charity for support, it is better to remove them at once to 
the care of the State. The Almshouse and Farm are in 
good condition. Under the management of our excellent 
Superintendent, Mr. Phelps, much of the land has been 
made highly productive, yielding an ample supply of veg- 
etables, and other products for the use of the family and 
inmates, and a surplus, which has been sold in the mar- 
ket, for which $2,024.01 has been received. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

This institution, intimately connected with the Alms- 
house, and under the same general supervision, 1 cannot 
too strongly commend to youv favorable consideration. 
Its restraining influence on the hoys of our city, who 
have been for the time led from the paths of rectitude, 
can scarcely be estimated. At a recent examination of 
the school, the exercises would have compared favorabty 
with any of the schools in our city of pupils the same 
age. Great credit is due to Mr. William A. Lang, the 
Superintendent, for his fidelity, and care for the moral, in- 
tellectual and physical education of the boys committed 
to his charge. The number in the school, January 1, 
1865, was 41 ; admitted during the year, 69 ; discharged, 


58 ; remaining, 52 ; average number, 51. Of those now 
inmates, twenty are from the city of Chelsea. These are 
admitted under an arrangement made in 1804. The city 
receives $1.75 per week for each pupil. The amount- to 
the credit of the appropriation for the poor, with the un- 
drawn balance of 1864, was $10,475.60; expenditures, 
$14,652.29 ; balance undrawn, $1,823.31. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

This department, on the care of which depends so much 
of the safety and convenience of our citizens, is generally 
in good condition. The spring rains the past year did 
not materially injure the roads by washing ; this relieved 
the department in the early part of the year from much 
of the 1 usual repairing, and enabled the Superintendent to 
devote more labor on macadamizing and other permanent 
improvements. The following streets have been macad- 
amized the whole length or in part :

Being 9590 feet in length of street, and 27,40S square 
yards. The stone have been laid from six to ten inches 
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in thickness, according to locality and amount of travel. 
The expense, including stone purchased, keeping the 
“ crusher ” in repair, and other incidental expenses, has 
been seventeen cents per square yard. I think these 
streets will require no further repairs for several years. 
The cheapness and durability of streets thus made indu- 
ces me to recommend that the system be extensively con- 
tinued. The facility with which verdicts are obtained 
against the city for alleged defects in the streets or side- 
walks, induces many persons to bring actions for damages 
sustained, which are the result of their own carelessness, 
rather than the fault of the city. During the past year 
but one action has been brought for alleged defect in the 
street. This case was so obviously the result of careless 
driving on a private way, rather than from any defect in the 
street, that I have made no attempt at settlement. There 
have been several suits for alleged defects in the side- 
walks, generally from ice, but in no single instance do I 
think the city is or ought to be held liable, and I advise 
that they be allowed to be settled by the courts, if the 
parties interested so desire. The amount credited to this 
appropriation, with the undrawn balance of 18G4, was 
$25,368.29 ; expenditures, $21,779.69 ; balance undrawn, 
$3,544.00. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The effective force of the Fire Department has not 
been changed during the past year. The frequent changes 
of members in the several companies, amounting in eight 
months to three-fourths of the entire force, has been inju- 
rious to the interests of the department. The low rate 
of compensation has been the alleged cause of the fre- 


quent changes. To remedy this, the City Council in No- 
vember increased the compensation nearly one hundred 
per cent., hoping thereby to prevent the evil. This in- 
crease of compensation will add largely to the expense of 
the department. I speak from experience when I say 
that the amount allowed is not greater than the service 
rendered. The question arises, can any method be de- 
vised to preserve an efficient department, and reduce the 
expenses 1 I think a solution of this question may be 
found in this : Discontinue the use of hand-engines and 
substitute steamers. We have now two steam and three 
hand-engines. At the present rate of compensation, if 
we compare the relative cost of maintaining each, we 
have the following result : A hand- engine with thirty-eight 
men, and the use of a horse at fires four months in the year, 
will cost $2570 per year; a steamer, with fifteen men, 
and the board of two horses, and the constant employ- 
ment of a driver, will cost $2220 per annum — showing a 
balance in favor of the steamer of $350 per year. By a 
resolution of the Council of last year, the Committee on Fire 
Department were authorized to contract for a steam fire 
engine, and build a house and stable on Middle street of 
sufficient capacity to convene two steamers and the horses, 
as per plan submitted by the Committee. The estimated 
cost of which was reported to be $3500. The steamer 
has been contracted for, and will be ready in March. 
The building has been erected, and will soon be comple- 
ted. There has now been expended on the building 
$5,967.89, and it will require probably about $1000 more 
to complete it. If my suggestion to substitute steamers 
should be adopted, I would recommend the purchase of 
the vacant lot adjoining the engine house on Middlesex 
street, and that the house be enlarged to convene two 
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steamers and their horses ; also that another engine he 
purchased for this locality. This arrangement would give 
us a force of four steamers, two at each house. One pair 
of horses should be kept always in readiness in each 
house. The second engine might be drawn by the street 
teams, in the day time, and the horses lodged and kept at 
the engine house when not at work, ready for immediate 
use. This arrangement would require an expenditure of 
about ten thousand dollars, and if we estimate one steamer 
as effective as two hand-engines, would add one-eighth to 
our effective force, and make an annual saving of three 
thousand dollars. The department has been called out 
fifty-four times during the year, twenty of which were by 
false alarms or fires out of the city. The losses by fire 
during the year have been estimated at $60,392 ; insur- 
ance, $44,562. In consequence of the erection of the 
house on Middle street, which was not contemplated in 
making the appropriation, it has been found necessary to 
make a large transfer to the appropriation. This appro- 
priation was overdrawn, January 1, 1865, $164.50. Ap- 
propriated in 1865, $15,000 ; transferred from corporation 
tax, $8000 ; expenditures, $20,743.82 ; balance undrawn, 
$2242.87. 


POLICE. 

A well organized Police force is essential to preserve 
the safety and good order of our citizens, and for the 
prompt detection of the violators of' law. The expense 
in a city like ours must of necessity be large, a tax which 
virtue must pay to vice. In order to secure the desired 
results, the men appointed to this duty should be such as 
have the entire confidence of the community, and whose 
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lives in private shall not be a reproach to their official 
acts. As it has been my endeavor in the past, so it will 
be in the future, to secure for these positions men of integ- 
rity and efficiency, who will faithfully perform their duty 
without favor to any class of offenders. If I fail in this, 
it will be because I am mistaken in the character of the 
men selected. Sure I am that no man will be employed 
in this service, at my suggestion, who violates law him- 
self, or countenances it in others. Having given you my 
opinion what should constitute an efficient Police force, I 
may perhaps be excused if I freely express my opinion as 
to the best means to obtain it. Judging from my limited 
experience, I should say, unhesitatingly, remove the ap- 
pointing power from the influence of our local elections ; 
or in other words, make the Police foi’ce of every city a 
State organization. Their services are mainly required 
in enforcing State laws. Of the 1579 arrests made in this 
city during the past year, only four per cent, were for the 
violation of municipal laws. Let the men feel that their 
tenure of service depends not on the result of a. municipal 
election. To effect this is no portion of their official duty. 
It is their right and duty to vote at all elections, but for 
whom, should never be questioned. I ask, in all candor, 
can the results be attained under our present system? I 
think not. The only way in which I can account for the 
seeming reluctance and neglect of the department to exe- 
cute positive orders for the prosecution of known viola- 
tions of law, is, that it might endanger their official stand- 
ing in the future, should the policy of the municipal 
administration be changed. It has been my endeavor to 
have all laws for the suppression of crime impartially en- 
forced. That greater success has not attended these efforts, 
I attribute to the causes before named. The entire force 


now employed consists of twenty-eight men, five acting as 
day police, the others on the night patrol. The appropria- 
tion for Police, with the undrawn balance of 1804, was $24,- 
023.25. Of this amount $4000 was transferred from the 
Corporation Tax of 1804. Expenditures, $23, 7*90. 46 ; 
balance undrawn, $823.79. 

COMMONS. 

The amount to the credit of this appropriation was 
$1404.93 ; expenditures, $1583.82 ; overdrawn, $18,89. 
Of this amount, $588.72 was expended on Monument 
Square — the balance in fencing Mount Vernon Square in 
Centralville, and grading the embankment on the South 
Common. 


PRINTING AND ADVERTISING. 

Credits, $2313.35 ; expenditures, $2107.87 ; balance 
undrawn, $205.58. 

LIGHTING STREETS AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Credits, $8549.70 ; expenditures, $7028.75 ; balance 
undrawn, $1921.01. One gas and eleven oil lights have 
been added during the year. 

CITY LIBRARY. 

Amount of credits, $2055.98 ; expenditures, $1537.88 ; 
balance undrawn, $408.00. For details of the operations 
of this department, I would refer you to the Report of 
the Directors. 
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WARD BOUNDARIES. 

By an act of tlie Legislature, cities are empowered to 
change their ward boundaries each decennial year, com- 
mencing with 18G5. The inequality in the number of 
the population in the different wards induced the Council 
of last year to refer the subject to a special committee. As 
our city is traversed by the Merrimack and Concord riv- 
ers, it was found impracticable to make a new division, 
retaining the present number, establishing well-defined 
lines, and an equal population in each ward. The com- 
mittee v decided to recommend no action. Them decision 
was acquiesced in by the Council. I am of the opinion 
that the interests of our city would be advanced by the 
amendment of our City Charter, so as to allow a division 
into eight wards, with one Alderman and three members 
of the Council from each, elected to serve for two years, 
and so arranged that one-half of each board should retire 
annually. The frequent and almost entire change that is 
often made in the election of members to the City Council, 
is injurious to the interests of the city. It is impossible for 
a Council composed of new members, (whatever their 
qualifications in other respects,) to discharge them various 
duties with equal value to the city, as those who have 
become familiar with the duties, and are fully acquainted 
with all the transactions of the previous year. I would 
commend this subject to your deliberate judgment and 
action. 


INTRODUCTION OF WATER. 

The subject of the introduction of water into the city 
has at various times been the subject of municipal action. 
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Firsts in 1838; by a report of a select committee appointed 
for that purpose ; again, in 1848, the Council for that 
year investigated the subject, and the committee presented 
an elaborate report, embracing estimates made by TYilliam 
E. TTorthen, Escp. a practical engineer. In 1860, the 
matter was again revived, and a report made, communi- 
cating some surveys made, and referring the subject to the 
next Council. The last year a special committee was ap- 
pointed, who, near the close of the year, presented their 
report, which has been printed for distribution. It is 
evident that a large portion of our citizens are desirous 
that some action should be had with reference to practical 
results. A work of such magnitude should not be entered 
upon without a thorough investigation, and the presenta- 
tion of careful estimates. In order to arrive at these re- 
sults, I would advise that a commission of three compe- 
tent persons be appointed, empowered to make the neces- 
sary surveys and estimates, and report as early in the 
year as practicable.

With the ordinary 
taxation of the present year, at least one hundred thou- 
sand dollars of the permanent debt may be paid in Octo- 
ber next.

CITY COUNCIL. 


1. At the first or second meeting of the City Council, the following 
Joint Standing Committees shall be appointed, viz : 

A Committee on Accounts, 

A Committee on Claims, 

A Committee on Commons, 

A Committee on Finance, 

A Committee on Fire Department, 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings, 

A Committee on Military Affairs, 

A Committee on Printing, 

A Committee on Public Instruction, 

A Committee on Sewers and Drains, 

A Committee on Streets. 

And the members of the Board of Aldermen, and of the Common Coun- 
cil, who shall constitute the ‘•Joint Standing Committees, shall be chosen or 
appointed by their respective Boards. Each of said Committees, except 
the Committee on Military Affairs, which shall be composed of the Mayor, 
two Aldermen and six members of the Common Council, one from each 
ward, shall consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council, except when it is otherwise ordered. 
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2. All by-laws passed by the City Council shall be termed Ordinances ; 
and the enacting style, which shall be but once recited in each Ordinance, 
shall be, “ Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell as 
follows.” 

3. In all votes in which either or both branches of the City Council 
express anything by way of command, the form of expression shall be 
“ Ordered” (except only in the ease of Ordinances) ; and whenever either 
branch or both branches express opinions , principles , facts or purposes , 
the form of expression shall be “ Resolved.” Provided, however, that 
the appropriation of money to any amount exceeding fifty dollars shall be 
by Resolution. 

4. Each Board shall transmit to the other all papers on which any Or- 
dinance, Joint Resolution or Order shall be founded ; and all papers on 
their passage between the two Boards shall be under the signature of their 
respective Clerks, except Ordinances and Joint Resolutions in their last 
stage, which shall be signed by the presiding officers. 

5. The titles to all Ordinances and Joint Resolutions shall be prefixed 
upon their introduction. 

6. Every Ordinance shall have as many readings in each Board as the 
rules of such Board require, after which the question shall be on passing 
the same to be enrolled ; and when the same shall have passed to be en- 
rolled, it shall be sent to the other Board for concurrence ; and when such 
Ordinance shall have so passed to be enrolled by each Board, the same 
shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and examined by 
a Committee of that Board ; and, on being found by said Committee to be 
correctly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Common Council, 
when the question shall be* on passing the same to be ordained ; and when 
said Ordinance shall have so passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by 
the President of the Common Council, and sent to the other Board, when 
a like examination shall be made by a Committee of that Board, and if 
found correctly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Board, and the 
question shall be on passing the same to be ordained ; and when the same 
shall have passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by the Mayor. 

7. Every Joint Resolution shall have as many readings in eaeh Board 
as the rules of such Board require ; after which the question shall be on 
passing the same ; and when the same shall have passed, it shall be sent 
to the other Board for concurrence ; and when such Resolution shall have 
so passed in eaeh Board, the same shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the 
Common Council, and examined by a Committee of that Board ; and on 
being found by said Committco to be correctly enrolled, without further 
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reading or question, shall be signed by the President of the Common 
Council, and sent to the other Board, when a like examination shall be 
made by a Committee, and if found to be correetl}' enrolled, shall be 
signed by the Mayor. 

8. All enrolled Ordinances shall be written in a fair and compact 
hand, without interlineations ; and no enrolled Ordinance or Resolution 
shall be amended. 

9. When either B<5ard shall not concur with the other in any Ordi- 
nance or Resolution sent from such other, notiee of such ndn-eocurrenee 
shall be given by written message. 

10. In every ease of disagreement on any matter requiring the joint 
aetion of the two Boards, if either Board shall request a conference, and 
appoint a Committee of Conference, and the other Board shall also appoint 
a Committee to confer, sueli Committee shall meet at a time agreed upon 
by the Chairman, and state to each other, either verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons of the respective Boards for or against 
the proposed aetion, eoufer freely thereon, and report to the irrespective 
branches. 

11. All messages between the two Boards shall be reduced to writing 
by the respective Clerks, and may be transmitted by the Messenger. 

12. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee (the Committee on 
Streets excepted) to whom any subjeet may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

13. The Mayor shall be, ex-officio, Chairman of any Joint Special 
Committee of whieh he is a member. 

14. In all Joint Standing Committees, except that on Finance, the 
member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be Chairman ; of the 
Committee on Finance, the member first named in the Common Council 
shall be Chairman ; and in all Joint Speeial Committees of whieh the 
Mayor is not a member, the member first named in the Board where the 
business originates, shall be Chairman, and shall call the Committee to- 
gether. 

15. The reports of all Committees, signed by a majority of the mem- 
bers, shall be made to the Board in whieh the business referred origi- 
nated 

16. No Committee shall act by separate consultation, and no report 
shall be received unless agreed to in Committee actually assembled. 

17. No Committee ‘shall enter into any eontraet with, or purchase, or 
authorize the purchase of, any article, of any of its members. 
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18. No Chairman of any Committee shall auditor approve any bill or 
aecount against the City, for any supplies or services whieh shall not have 
been ordered or authorized by the Committee. 

19. All reports and other paj)ers submitted to the City Couneil shall 
be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, exeept in ease of the in- 
troduction of an order. In sueh ease, the member introducing an order 
shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the baek of the order. All other 
endorsements upon the baek of papers shall be iflade by the Clerks, and 
the Clerks of the Boards respectively shall, on seasonable notiee, make 
eopies of any papers to be reported by Committees, at the request of the 
respective Chairmen thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Couneil in convention, 
exeept such as shall have been previously„agreed on, unless by unanimous 
consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no subse- 
quent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless provision for 
the same shall be made by a specific transfer from some of the appropria- 
tions contained in the annual resolution, or by expressly creating therefor 
a City debt ; but no sueh debt shall be ereated unless the resolution au- 
thorizing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two- thirds of the whole 
number of eaeh braneh of the City Couneil voting by yea and nay. 

22. In balloting for officers of the City in Convention of the two 
Boards, blanks shall not be eounted. 

23. Either Board may propose to the other for its eoncurrenee a time 
to which both Boards will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn without giv- 
ing notiee to the other Board through the Messenger or otherwise.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


First — The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. The journal of the previous meeting shall be read. # 

2. Petitions shall next be called for, and be disposed of, by reference 
or otherwise. 

3. Such nominations, appointments and elections, as may be in order, 
shall be considered and disposed of. 

4. The orders of the. day shall be taken up ; meaning by the orders 
of the day, the business remaining unfinished at the previous meeting, and 
such communications as may have been subsequently sent up from the 
Common Council. 

5. New business may be introduced by any member of the Board. 

Second — Every Bill or Ordinance shall pass through the following 
stages before it shall be considered as having received the final action of 
this Board, viz : — first reading, second reading, passage to be enrolled, 
passage to be ordained; and every Joint Resolution shall have two several 
readings before the question shall be taken on its final passage. 

Third — A Bill or Ordinance may be rejected at either stage in its pro- 
gress, but may not pass through all its stages in one day. 
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Fourth — Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Bills in Second Beading, 

A Committee on Enrollment, 

A Committee on Licenses, 

A* Committee on Lighting Streets, 

A Committee on Police and Police Stations, 

A Committee on Pepairs of Streets, 

A Committee on Setting Trees, 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

Fifth — No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by a eall to 
order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there be any conver- 
sation among the members while a paper is being read, or a question stated 
from the ehair. 

Sixth — A motion for the re-eonsideration of a vote shall be open to de- 
bate, but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a member 
voting with the majority, or unless notice thereof be given at the meeting 
at which the vote passed, in which ease the motion shall be made at the 
next meeting after ; and only one motion for the re-consideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

Seventh — When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise in 
his place and rospeetfully address the presiding officer ; shall confine him- 
self to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

Eighth — The above rules and order of business shall be observed in all 
eases, unless suspended by a vote of two-thirds of the members present for 
a speeifie purpose. 





OP THE 

COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour appointed 
for the meeting ; call the members to order, and within ten minutes (or 
sooner, if a quorum be present) he shall cause the roll to be called, and 
the names of the absentees recorded. Before proceeding to business, he 
shall cause the minutes of the proceeding meeting to be read. In the ab- 
sence of the President, the oldest member present shall call the Couneil 
to order, and preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points of or- 
der in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose, 
and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Council 
by any member. 

3. He shall rise, to address the Council, to state facts, or to put a 
question, but may read sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but, if a vote be doubted, flic President 
shall, without further debate, require the members voting in the affirma- 
tive and negative to rise and stand until they arc counted, and he shall 
declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substitution shall 
not extend beyond an adjournment ; and, when out of the chair, the Pres- 
ident may express his opinion on any subject under debate, and he shall 
not resume the chair while the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which they are 
moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature ; except 
that in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be the first put. 
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7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be disposed of by 
a vote of the Couneil, unless the mover withdraw it before a decision or 
amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order ; that and the mo- 
tion to lay on the table, shall be deeided without debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the main 

question be now put ?” It shall only be admitted when demanded by a 
majority of the members present ; and, until it is deeided, shall prcelude 
all amendment and further debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question, upon the 
request of one-third of the members present. 

1 1 . When two or more members happen to rise at the same time, the 
President shall name the member who is to speak first. 

12. AYhen any member is about To speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Couneil, he shall rise in his plaee and respectfully address 
the presiding ofiieer, confining himself to the question under debate, and 
avoiding personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, but may 
be described by the place he sits in, or sueh other designation as may be 
intelligible and respeetful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but by a 
call to order, or to eorreet a mistake. If any member, in speaking or 
otherwise, transgress the rules of the Council, the President shall, or any 
member may eall him to order ; in whieh case, the member so ealled to 
order shall immediately sit down, until the question of order is deeided. 
If the decision be in favor of the member ealled to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proeeed ; if otherwise, he shall not proceeed without leave of the 
Couneil. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question, 
without obtaining leave of the Couneil. 

16. Whilst the President or any other member is speaking, none shall 
stand up, or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

1 7. Every motion shall be redueed to writing, if the President or any 
member require it. 

18. AYhen a question is under debate, no motion shall be rceeived but 
to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a 
eertain day, to eommit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which sev- 
eral motions shall have preeedenee in the order in which they are arrang- 
ed ; and no motion to postpone or eommit shall be allowed twice in the 
same day in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 
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19. A motion for tlie re-consideration of a vote shall he open to debate, 
but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a member voting 
with the majority, or unless notiee thereof be given at the meeting at 
whieli the vote passed ; in which ease the motion shall be made at the 
next meeting after ,* and only one motion for the re-eonsideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question is put 
shall give his vote unless the eouneil, for special reasons, exeuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subjeet different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under eolor of an amendment. 

22. All motions and reports may be committed or re-eommitted at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

23. The devision of a question may be ealled for when the sense will 
admit of it. 

21. When the reading of a paper is ealled for and objected to, it shall 
be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Couneil shall be suspended, unless 
three-fourths of the members present eonsent thereto ; nor shall any rule 
or order be repealed or amended, without one day's notiee being given of 
the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the whole Couneil eoneur 
therein. 

26. All Committees, except sueh as the Couneil determine to select by 
ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two Commit- 
tees at the same time, or be Chairman of more than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers, addressed to the Council, shall 
be presented to the President, or by a member in his place, who shall 
explain the subjeet thereof, and they shall be taken up in the order in 
which they were presented, unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing Committees shall be appointed on the following subjects : 

On Bills in Second Beading, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Eeturns, 

On Internal Health. 

30. No Committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council, without 
special leave, except the Committee on the Second Beading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The Buies of proceeding in the Council shall be observed in the 
Committee of the Whole, so far as they arc applicable, except the rule 
limiting the time of speaking. 
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32. When a Committee is nominated by the Chair, the person first 
named shall be Chairman. In election of Committees by ballot, when a 
Chairman is not specially chosen, the person having tlfe highest number 
of votes shall act as Chairman, and, in ease of an equality in votes be- 
tween two or more members of a Committee, the members thereof shall 
choose a Chairman. 

33. All Ordinances and Bcsolutions shall have two several readings 
before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All Ordinances before being read a second time, shall be referred 
to the Committee on the Second Eeading of Bills and Ordinances, and 
after being reported upon by said committee, shall be again read, after 
which second reading, the question shall be on passing the same to be 
enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or Eesolution imposing penalties, or authorizing the 
expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered and deter- 
mined by lot, and no member shall change his scat but by permission of 
the President. 

37. All Committees of the Council shall consist of three members, 
unless a different number be specially ordered. And no report shall be 
received from any Committee, unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled ; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every Committee of the Council, to whom 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, 
or ask for further time. 

39. The Clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and proceedings 
of the Council, entering thereon all accepted Besolutions ; shall notice re- 
ports and memorials, and other papers submitted to the Board, only by 
tlicir titles, or a brief description of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written ballots, and blanks 
shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its Com- 
mittees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The Clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of Com- 
mittes who may require that service ; and on the appointment of every 
Standing Committee a book for records shall be provided by its Chairman, 
or by said Clerk. The Clerk shall have the custody of all minutes by him 
kept ; and the records of the several Committees shall be open to the in- 
spection of the members of the City Council.

Ax Ordinance Amending Chapter Tiyo of the Ordinances of the 
City of Loytell. 

Be it Ordained by the City Council o f the City o f Loir ell, as follows : 

Section 1 . That Chapter Two of the Ordinances of the City be amend- 
ed by striking out the Fifth Section and substituting therefor the follow- 
ing words: The fees for the services of said Superintendent and Under- 
takers at the funeral of any person to be buried within the city, of the 
age of twelve years and over, shall be four dollars, and if under twelve 
years of age. three dollars and fifty cents, which fees shall be in full for 
digging the grave, attending with the funeral car at the funeral, convey- 
ing and burying the corpse, and obtaining and returning the facts requir- 
ed by Chapter Twenty-One of the General Statutes ; provided, however, 
that the fees for the burial of any pauper, if over twelve years of age, 
shall be three dollars, and if under that age, two dollars : provided, fur- 
ther, that the said Superintendent 3nd Undertakers shall collect the 
additional fees of twenty-five cents for the use of the funeral car which 
may be used in the burial of any person within the city, and ten cents 
p>er mile for any distance that the same may be driven from and to the 
city. And it shall be the duty of the several Undertakers to pay over the 
said fees for the use of the funeral car to the Superintendent of Burials 
monthly, and the said Superintendent shall pay the same into the City 
Treasury before he shall be entitled to his salary.”

Section 1 . The fares for the conveyance of passengers in any licensed 
Hackney Coaches and other carriages, shall not exceed the following rates, 
viz : For conveying one or more adult passengers from one place to another, 
in the city, thirty-five cents each, except between the hours of ten o’clock, 
P. M. and five o’clock, A. AL, when the rate of fare shall be fifty cents 
each ; for each child under twelve and over three years of age, fifteen 
cents may be charged ; and for children not over three years of age, 
accompanied by their parents or guardians, there shall be no charge. For 
the charges aforesaid each passenger may carry or may have with him or 
her, baggage not exceeding seventy-five pounds in weight ; and for addi- 
tional baggage not exceeding fifty pounds, five cents extra may be charged.

An Ordinance to Secure the Enforcement of Sanitary Begulations. 

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows: 

Section 1. A Board of Health shall be appointed annually in the 
month of January or February, or at any time whenever a vaeancy may 
exist, consisting of the Mayor, (ex-officio) two Aldermen, who shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, and three members of the Common Couneil, who 
shall be appointed by the President of that Board, with the powers and 
duties assigned to Boards of Health by the Statutes of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

Section 2. The Board of Health may make all regulations which they 
may deem necessary in regard to the removal and abatement of filth, rub- 
bish, nuisanees and eauses of disease, and shall have power to require such 
aid from the City Marshal, Police force, and the Superintendent of Steets, 
as may be necessary to seareh out and cause the removal of sueh sourees 
and eauses of disease ; to eall upon the City Physician for adviee or ser- 
vices in his professional capacity, or to appoint a Physician to the Board ; 
and to perform any other aets and duties which may to them seem neees- 
sary for the health of the City, provided always, that such acts shall be in 
conformity to the Statutes of the Commonwealth, and the Ordinances of the 
City of Lowell.

COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The Annual Report, which the School Committee are 
by law required to make, has, from the obvious proprieties 
of the case, come to be but little more than an introduc- 
tion to the Superintendent’s Report. Most of the work 
that formerly devolved upon the different members of the 
Board, is now thrown upon his hands. The condition of 
our schools, their most vital wants, and the working of 
our entire system, are known to him as they can be to no 
one else. 

His report, it is true, is a report to the Board. The 
Board might make use of it, and appropriate its facts and 
recommendations, and give them to the public in form as 
a report emanating from themselves ; — but nothing would 
be gained by the process, and much would be lost. It is 
better that the public should hear from the Superintendent 
directly. His report will show the number of schools and 
teachers under the care of the Board, and the ratio of 
attendance on the part of the pupils ; the data in regard 
to examinations, and all the important facts formerly 
given in the report of the Board. It will also suggest many 
important improvements, which we earnestly recommend 
to the early consideration of the incoming Board. His 
supervision of the schools has removed much of the ne- 
cessity for a close inspection of them, on the part of the 
Committee ; yet the latter have not failed to keep them- 
selves well informed in regard to their general state and 
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working. We are satisfied that in many respects, there 
has been a decided improvement during the year. And 
all the defective points have been carefully noted, and the 
appropriate remedies have either been brought to bear, or 
are held in hopeful anticipation. 


CHANGES IN THE CORPS OF TEACHERS. 

Our teachers, as a body, have done a faithful year’s 
work, and so conferred upon the city a benefit whose 
value cannot be estimated in dollars and cents. Through 
the kind providence of God, none of them have been 
“ summoned to the silent chambers of the grave” during 
the school, year now closing. Still there has been about 
the usual number of changes ; and probably for similar 
reasons as in former years. Nearly all the female teachers 
. who have resigned, in consequence of other engagements, 
have immediately entered upon their new spheres of use- 
fulness, though under assumed names. It is to be hoped 
that the change will prove to them in all cases “ for bet- 
ter,” and not “for worse.”

TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 

The adjustment of prices to the inflated condition of our 
currency had not become complete until some time during 
the year that is now past. Still it was well known that 
the salaries of our teachers, notwithstanding the slight 
increaseof the previous year, were entirely insufficient. But 
the natural reluctance to increase public burdens, and the 
hope which was widely shared in the commu n ity, that 
prices would soon become more favorable, operated to- 
gether to withhold the Committee from that which it is 
now apparent would have been a more seasonable and just 
measure of relief. But necessity knows no law. The 
teachers, after attempting the impossibility of living on 
the salaries that were paid them, long enough to settle the 
point that the problem was too much for them, presented 
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two several memorials to the Board, one containing the 
request of the female teachers, and the other the request 
of the male teachers, that their salaries might be advan- 
ced so as to correspond in some measure to the advance 
in all other things. 

The Board were reminded that those who are engaged 
in the ordinary pursuits of manufacturing or trade, have 
the remedy in their own hands. They have only to ad- 
vance the prices of the commodity on the labor which 
they sell, in the same proportion as they find the prices 
advanced, of that which they must buy. 

With the recipient of a salary it is otherwise. The 
changes are all one-sided. The weights are all for the 
scale that carries him down. He has no counterpoise. 
He must buy at prices a hundred per cent, higher, but sell 
at the same price as before. There is but one way to put 
him on an equality with other men ; and that is to carry 
up his compensation in the same ratio as that of all other 
labor has gone up. This is simply honest and fair. After 
a careful and somewhat protracted consideration of the 
subject, the Board have adopted the following changes : 

The salary of the Principal of the High School has been 
advanced since the first of the year from $1,500 to 
$1,800, or 20 per cent.; that of all the other male teach- 
ers in the High and Grammar Schools from $1,100 to 
$1,500, or 36 per cent.; that of the female Assistants in 
the High School from $450 to $500, or 11 1-9 per. cent..; 
that of the female Principal of the Colburn School from 
$450 to $600, or S3 1-3 per cent.; that of the Assistants 
in the Grammar Schools, and of the teachers of Primary 
Schools from $300, $325, and $350, to $350, $375, and 
$400, or an average of 15 1-3 per cent., according to the 
length of service. (See Appendix Number One, to Su- 
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perintendent’s Report.) This is a less advance than has 
been made in several of the other cities of the Common- 
wealth; and less than a portion of the Board was 
inclined to adopt. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 

In so far as this is a report to the citizens of Lowell, it 
is proper that the School Committee should express their 
appreciation of the influence and labors of the Superin- 
tendent. It was not supposed by them that anything like 
a moral earthquake, or a great educational spasm, would 
signalize the change implied in the introduction of this 
officer. Nor was it believed that this would be desirable. 
The object was, rather, to secure a gentle, genial, but all-per- 
vading and equalizing influence through the whole system of 
our public schools: an influence that would sustain and en- 
courage whatever was well-done before, and gradually, 
but effectually apply the needed remedy wherever there 
was a demand for amelioration or reform. And in this 
we have not been disappointed. Results are already 
clearly discoverable that satisfy us that a wiser or more 
profitable thing could not have been done for our schools. 
These results, highly as we esteem the office itself}* 
abstractly considered, we ascribe largely to a rare combi- 
nation of qualities in the Superintendent whom it has 
been our good fortune to obtain. Mr. Phipps has now 
become well known to a large number of our citizens, still 
better known to our teachers and pupils, and best of all to 
the Committee. Always courteous and unobtrusive in 
his intercourse with the Board, we have yet found him 
unshrinking and conscientious in recommending whatever 
changes have approved themselves to his judgment, and 
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in a high degree, timely and judicious in his recommenda- 
tions. And so far as we can learn, there is among the 
teachers and pupils, and in the comm unity, but one feeling 
in regard to him. Even those who have supposed that it 
would be better to have no such officer, have often expressed 
as much as this, that “if the office is to exist among us, 
the city is fortunate in the present incumbent.” In this 
latter sentiment, we concur. And we have no doubt that 
if his work is continued under as favorable auspices as at 
present, the citizens of Lowell will in a few years have 
more reason than ever to be proud of them schools. 


DECEASE OF HON. ELISHA HUXTIXGTON. 

The Board have to lament the very recent decease 
of the Hon. Elisha Huntington, who, though not at the 
time officially connected with us, has rendered more years 
of service in the cause of education, and been called to a 
larger amount of public duty in Lowell, than any other 
man. His fellow-citizens have seen in him no other am- 
bition than to be found worthy of the trust that for some 
forty years they have in one form or another so spontane- 
ously and so confidently reposed in him. 

In every difficult and trying emergency, and in what- 
ever has required special wisdom and fortitude, and a high 
order of talent, they have found him equal to the crisis, 
and superior to the ordinary weaknesses of public men. 
Incorrupt in all his character, faithful to God and to man, 
he has not been more honored by our city, than he has 
honored her. Happy the man who can leave in the public 
mind as pure and inspiring a record as his.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of the Cittj of Loivell : — 

Gentlemen: 

In compliance with your Regulations, I herewith 
submit my second Annual Report of m3 7 labors during 
the year, accompanied by such statistical tables, and such 
suggestions in regard to the efficiency and usefulness of 
the schools as seem to me advisable. 

It will be my endeavor to make my Report as practical 
as possible, presenting only such topics as seem most 
worthy of present consideration. If I could have taken 
more time for its preparation, it should have the merit of 
greater brevity.

It may be of interest to some to know how our city 
ranks among the three hundred and thirty-four cities and 
towns in the State, in the support of its schools, viewed 
in a pecuniary aspect. Such a contrast is presented in 
the Annual Reports of the State Board of Education. 
By the last published Report, it appears that our rank in 
respect to the sum appropriated for the education of each 
child between five and fifteen years of age in 1862-3 was 
twenty-five, in 1868-4 was fourteen. In the per centage 
of taxable property appropriated to the support of public 
schools, our rank in 1862-3 was one hundred and eight, 
but in 1863-4 it was eighty-one. In the former year this 
per centage was 2 1-100 mills, in the latter 2 20-100 mills. 
In respect to the Average Attendance of children upon 
the public schools, our rank in 1862-3 was eighty-two, 
while in 1863-4 it declined to one hundred and thirty- 
one. In this last particular there has been a gratifying 
improvement the present year, Avhich will give us a much 
more creditable rank, for I find from the quarterly reports 
made to me by the teachers, the average attendance this 
year has been 89 per cent., which is a gain of 10 per cent, 
upon the Report for 1863-4. 
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There is now a more uniform and reliable method of 
determining the attendance of scholars by the teachers in 
conformity with the Regulations on this subject adopted by 
this Board a year since, and now quite generally adopted 
in the principal cities of the Union. (See School Regu- 
lations, pp. 22, 28.) In respect to teachers’ salaries, too, 
although Lowell is still much behind some of her sister 
cities in the Commonwealth, whose population and valua- 
tion are comparatively much inferior, there has been an ad- 
vance made, though our rank will not be- much affected 
by it, as in several cities the advance has been greater 
than with us. For the Summary of Teachers’ Salaries 
see Appendix Number One. 


EXAMINATION AND QUALIFICATION OF TEACHERS. 

The usual annual examination of candidates desirous 
of teaching in our public schools occurred February 18th, 
at which time forty-five young ladies were examined, 
nearly all of whom were graduates of our High School, 
and several of them had also enjoyed the advantages of a 
special preparation for the teacher’s vocation at the Salem 
Normal School. Twenty-five of this number having 
passed a sufficiently satisfactory examination, received 
the usual certificates of approval by the Board, by which 
they are made eligible to appointment whenever vacancies 
occur in the corps of our teachers. Tlie usual public no- 
tice of such an examination had been previously given in 
the daily papers, and the examination was made princi- 
pally by printed questions, approved by the Committee 
on Teachers, several of whom were present during nearly 
the whole examination. By vote of the Board, a subse- 
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quent examination was held May 15th, when eleven 
young ladies were examined, most of whom had been un- 
successful in the previous examination. This was con- 
ducted in a similar manner, and seven of the applicants 
received certificates of approval. 

The names of the thirty-two successful candidates are 
here given. Quite a number of these have received cer- 
tificates for several successive years, hut some of this 
class are still without permanent appointment as teachers. 
Those who have been elected teachers during the year are 
designated by an asterisk.

By a special vote of the Board, Miss Emma B. Welch 
was allowed an examination in September, and received 
a certificate of approval. 

The examination of all applicants to teach, except with 
reference to the High School, is confined too much, I 
think, to the minimum of literary qualification, and while 
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it may satisfy the examiner that the candidates have a 
tolerably fair knowledge of “ orthography, reading, writ- 
ing, English grammar, geography, and arithmetic,”— such 
a knowledge, indeed, as is required of all the graduates 
from the Grammar Schools before they can be admit- 
ted to the High School, and in respect to which some of 
them pass a better examination than many of the appli- 
cants to teach, — it cannot satisfy them of the “ ability to 
give instruction” in these branches, and of the “capacity 
for governing,” which are among the essential qualifications 
required by the statute. Too little regard, I think, is paid 
in the examination of candidates to this last named qual- 
ification, the “ capacity for governing a school.” It is true 
something may be inferred in respect to this, from the 
general appearance of the candidate, and with this most 
examiners seem to rest satisfied ; but as the success of the 
teacher depends in so great a degree upon this “ capacity 
for government,” should it not form a more important fea- 
ture in such examinations ? and can anything supersede 
an actual examination, either oral or written, of each 
candidate as to his views of the principles on which a 
school should be conducted 1 

“It is of primary importance,” says Mr. Mann, “to 
know whether the fundamental idea of government, in his 
opinion, is the will of the teacher, or the applause of the 
neighborhood, — which may be for one quality in one 
place, and for another quality in another, — or the good of 
the governed ; — whether, on the one hand, he would suc- 
cumb to resistance and be driven away before rebellion, 
rather than to strike a blow; or, on the other, whether he 
would flout the docile, and be capricious towards the obe- 
dient, to prove whether there exists in them an unreasoning 
and unconditional submission to his claims of sovereignty. 
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If a candidate has no views respecting the great princi- 
ples on which the government of a school should proceed, 
the Committee cannot affirm that he has a capacity to 
govern. If such a person has any capacity, it must he in 
a latent state; but the Committee must he satisfied, not 
of a possible or potential, but of an actual capacity; it 
must be in a developed state.” 

I regret, (as I had occasion elsewhere to say,) that so 
much reliance is placed upon the results of an examina- 
tion confined to merely intellectual qualifications, and that 
other equally essential requisites for the successful dis- 
charge of a trust so potential for good or for evil in mould- 
ing the characters of the young, are either entirely 
ignored, or apparently regarded as of comparatively little 
importance. It is a too prevalent usage to appoint teach- 
ers without sufficient consideration of those qualities of 
mind and of heart, that knowledge of human nature, that 
aptness to teach, and that zeal and love for the work, 
without which the best intellectual endowments are worth- 
less* and for want of these essential qualities a change of 
teachers is not unfrequently deemed desirable by those 
most conversant with the schools, although it is not a 
very easy thing to effect it. Very few of our teachers 
have been systematically educated for the profession, but 
have educated themselves as best they could, mainly by 
the process of experience in teaching, and this often at 
the expense of those placed under them. We would not 
intrust the construction of a building, or even the cutting 
of a garment, to persons who have not been educated 
with special reference to skill in these employments, and 
yet how often is the education of our children, and the 
development of their intellectual, moral, and physical 
character intrusted to those whose chief recommendations

are their good personal appearance, necessitous circum- 
stances, importunity, and a tolerably fair examination in 
some of the subjects which they have just ceased studying 
in the schools, and in which a retentive memory, more 
than a thorough comprehension of the subject, enables 
them to appear to better advantage. The graduates of 
our High School doubtless possess sufficient knowledge to 
meet the wants of the lower grades of schools, but from 
the wide range of study they have pursued, with no regard 
to a thorough and systematic drilling upon particular 
branches, so important in the preparation for the teacher’s 
work, it cannot be expected that they will be properly 
qualified to communicate their knowledge, and to secure 
the most desirable results in the government of a school. 
It seems to me exceedingly desirable for those who wish 
to become successful teachers, to supplement the High 
School course, by the course of training and discipline 
which it is the peculiar province of the Normal School to 
provide, and I would earnestly recommend all such to 
avail themselves of the advantages of special training for 
their work which the wisdom and liberality of our State 
offer to them in institutions established for this very pur- 
pose. It might serve as an inducement to a much larger 
number to resort to these special schools of instruction, 
and so inure greatly to the educational interests of our 
city, if it were generally understood that, other things 
being equal, preference would be given to their graduates, 
and that none would be appointed teachers of- our schools 
whose attainments were not equal, or nearly so, in all 
respects to those possessed by these graduates. 
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SEMI-ANNUAL EXAMINATIONS. 

Near the close of the term in February, I spent three weeks 
in a careful examination of the first class in each of the 
Primary Schools, in all the branches required to be taught, 
with reference to determining the qualification of each 
pupil for promotion to the Grammar School, which occurs 
semi-annually. I examined at this time three hundred 
and fifty-five children, and gave certificates of approval to 
two hundred and forty-six only. The average age of all 
examined was nine years, eight months. 

Near the close of the Summer term I made a similar 
examination of three hundred and sixty-one children, and 
gave certificates to three hundred and sixteen. Their 
average age was nine years, five months. 

I do not propose to present a tabular statement of the 
results obtained in these semi-annual examinations of the 
Primary Schools, although my minutes of the examina- 
tion of each of the seven hundred and sixteen children, 
comprising the first classes, would enable me to do so. It 
may, perhaps, be deemed desirable thus to group together the 
results of future examinations as a healthy stimulus to such 
teachers as might find their classes falling below the gen- 
eral average in respect to the number fitted for the Gram- 
mar School, compared with the entire number belonging 
to the school, the length of time of them attending the 
school, and the per centage of correctness in the examin- 
ation. 

In these several particulars there are great differences, 
which of course are more apparent to one who examines 
thoroughly all these schools by a uniform system of ex- 
amination, than to sub-committees, who have no standard 
by which to form an estimate of the two or three schools 
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hastily examined by them on the last day of the term, 
when the exercises are generally designed rather to gratify 
the parents who are present, than to exhibit the actual 
results of the teacher’s previous labors. It has been a 
prominent object with me to bring up to a higher and 
more uniform standard of excellence the numerous schools 
of this lower grade, and these semi-annual examinations, 
as conducted by me, contribute very greatly to this end. 

„ In a few schools, at the first examination, I did not feel 
justified in giving certificates to any of the first class, 
although assured by the teacher that they were as well 
qualified for promotion as other classes to which sub- 
connnittees had previously given certificates, which in 
some cases were first signed by the committee in blank, 
and subsequently filled out by the teacher as the probable 
number to attend her school, or other circumstances, might 
have them influence. In some other schools I have given 
certificates to a portion only of the classes examined. It 
was the remark of a teacher, to none of whose first class 
I could give a certificate, that although she felt badly at 
the result, yet she thought the schools would be greatly 
benefited by such a course. At a subsequent examina- 
tion, I have found a very marked improvement in the 
results exhibited in such schools. Believing that the con- 
dition of the higher grades of schools depended very 
much upon the manner in which the children were started 
upon their course of education, I have devoted much time 
and effort to secure an improvement in this lower grade, 
and it is very gratifying to have the testimony of several 
of the Grammar School teachers, that thev have never 
received classes from the Primary Schools so well and uni- 
formly qualified as at the commencement of the present 
school year. 
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Besides my private examinations of the Primary 
Schools, there have been the usual public semi-annual 
examinations of these, and of all the schools, of which 
previous notice has been given in the daily papers. These 
have been conducted by the several sub-committees, and 
have been occasions of much interest. They have gener- 
ally been numerously attended by the parents and friends 
of the children, and by many other citizens, whose pres- 
ence on other less public occasions would also be very 
gratifying to the teachers, and highly beneficial in pro- 
moting the interests of the schools. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 

It is in some respects a very wise provision of the 
Statutes of the Commonwealth, that no change of school 
books shall be made when the Committee consists, as is 
the case in our city, of more than nine members, without 
“ the consent of two- thirds of the whole number of the book 
committee, and the concurrent vote of three-fourths of the 
whole board.” The frequent change of text books is greatly 
to be deprecated. It is attended with much expense to the 
city and to the parents, however favorable may be the 
terms on which an exchange may be effected. There are 
several incidental evils, too, connected with such a change 
which must be too obvious to be particularized. Still it 
cannot be expected that in this age of progress, the same 
school books should continue to be used from one genera- 
tion of school children to another, if there are others 
possessing far greater merit, and it would be as absurd to 
refuse to introduce these, as it would be for the mechanic 
not to avail himself of all the improvements in the im- 
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plements appropriate to Iris art which the inventive spirit 
of the age proffers to him. Changes in school books, 
however, are not always improvements. The pertinacity 
with which some professional book-agents ply them art, 
and the arguments of various kinds which they employ, 
sometimes result in changes which,' however much they 
may contribute to the interests of the publishers of 
school books, so introduced, are far from promoting the 
best interests of the schools. It seems to me very desir- 
able that from time to time the various text-books used in 
our schools should be carefully and thoroughly com- 
pared by a competent sub-committee with any new books 
on the same subjects, and that no intimation of any 
intended change be made to publishers or agents until it 
has actually been consummated, agreeably to the salutary 
provisions of the Statute, by “the consent of two-thirds 
of the sub-committee, and the concurrent vote of three- 
fourths of the whole board.” I should recommend that 
whenever a change of books is decided upon, it should go 
go into operation at the beginning of a school year, and 
be made, gradually, with new classes only, thus avoiding 
the great expense attending such changes. 

There has recently been a change made in the text- 
book in History used in the Grammar Schools, and in the 
Latin Grammar and Latin Reader used in the High 
School. The latter was made without any expense to the 
city, and the difference of exchange of the old for the new 
History was mostly paid by the parents, the city paying 
only about $25 for the exchange of such books as belonged 
to it, furnished for the use of teachers, or loaned to the 
children of parents unable to provide school books. These 
are the only changes made during the last two years. 
Some others might be made with benefit to the schools, 
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but this will be a subject for the consideration of the in- 
coming Board. 

By the unanimous vote of the Board, a copy of 
Johnson’s Family Atlas, and a copy of the new edition of 
Webster’s Dictionary, unabridged, have recently been 
purchased for feach department of the High School, and 
for the Principal’s room in each Grammar School. This 
has been attended with an expense of $260.50. Money 
expended for the best books of reference in the several 
branches of study pursued in our schools, to be freely con- 
sulted by teachers and scholars at any moment, I regard 
as very judiciously invested. The great majority of those 
attending our schools can in no other way enjoy the ad- 
vantages which may thus be opened to them. 


BOOKS FOR POOR CHILDREN. 

The practice of loaning books to the children of such 
parents as are unable, .or refuse, to purchase them, is still 
continued, and with much pecuniary advantage to the 
city. In each of these books is placed a printed label, 
stating that “this book is the property of the City of 
Lowell, until paid for by the parent or guardian of the 
child to whom it is furnished”; that “it must be carefully 
used, and if not paid for, returned to the teacher of the 
school whenever it is called for.” It is especially enjoined 
upon the teachers to use every effort to induce parents to 
furnish their children with books, that none may apply to 
the city therefor, except those in absolute need. To this 
is added my own careful scrutiny of every order for books 
to be furnished to children at the city’s expense, which the 
teachers send to me for approval. I think it would be 
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better that the duty of examining and approving all such 
orders should he devolved upon the Superintendent alone, 
rather than he divided as it now is between him and the 
several sub-committees. It would relieve them of what 
in some cases may be a delicate and perplexing duty, and 
might secure to each bookseller, by pursuing a systematic 
course of distribution, a more equal share in whatever 
benefit may be derived from furnishing such books. 

As the children thus supplied have the use of the books 
as long as it is necessary they should have, I do not see 
why this practice of loaning does not meet the requirement 
of the Statute as really as if the books were given. It 
certainly is to the city a more economical arrangement, 
for the same books may be used by several children in 
successive classes, thus obviating the necessity for purcha- 
sing new books for every indigent child. In 1857 the ex- 
penditure for books for poor children was $1586, and for 
a series of years the average expense was $1112 a 
year. For the last two years, notwithstanding the cost 
of most school books has advanced nearly or quite one 
hundred per cent., the expenditure for this purpose has 
averaged only a little more than one-half of this latter 
sum. 


CHILDREN OF NOX-RESIDEXTS. 

J 

Agreeably to the provisions of the General Statutes, 
and the rule adopted by this Board, permission has been 
granted during the year to such non-resident pupils as 
wished to avail themselves of the advantages of our public 
schools. Some few of these were for satisfactory reasons 
exempted from the payment of tuition. F com the others 
there has been received and paid into the City treasury 
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$563.33. Of this sum $337.50 was received from those 
attending the High School, an average of between nine 
and ten pupils each term, $203.83 from Grammar School 
pupils, averaging nearly thirteen, and $22.00 from Pri- 
mary School pupils, averaging nearly three. There are 
doubtless various reasons which induce non-resident par- 
ents to send their children to our city for an education. 
It is to be presumed, however, that the excellence of our 
public schools is the chief reason. The tuition now re- 
quired by our rules is as follows : “In the High School, 
$9 per term ; in the Grammar Schools, $4 per term ; in 
the Primary Schools, $2 per term.” 

I know of no reason why similar permission should not 
still be granted to such applicants, provided the number 
of those legitimately entitled to the privileges of the 
schools will warrant the admission of others. I should 
recommend, however, that in consequence of the increased 
expenses of the schools for salaries, etc., there be a cor- 
responding advance in the tuition required of non-resi- 
dent pupils, for the sum now paid is less than the average 
expense of the education of a pupil in either grade of our 
schools, and is much less than is required in mail}* private 
schools and academies, of greatly inferior advantages. 

SCHOOL REGULATIONS. 

A little more than a year since, the School Rules and 
Regulations were carefully revised and printed, and a copy 
was placed in the hands of each teacher. As these mark 
out with sufficient clearness and particularity the regula- 
tions to be observed in the several grades of schools, and 
close with the special request of the Board that every 
teacher would become familiar with, and strictly observe 
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them, it has been a matter of surprise to me on several 
occasions to hear teachers say that they were not aware 
that such and such things, to which their attention was 
called, were required, or prohibited, although especially 
mentioned in the Regulations. It is to be hoped that 
hereafter the very short time necessary for this purpose 
will be given by each teacher to obtain a thorough ac- 
quaintance with these, so that ignorance of their require- 
ments will not be urged in extenuation of any neglect of 
them. “ No child under five years of age shall be admit- 
ted to the Primary Schools,” is a very wise and benefi- 
cent prohibition of the Board., and yet I have found in 
several schools quite a number under this age, whom the 
teachers had been prevailed upon to receive, though 
already overburdened with numbers and with duties legi- 
timately devolved upon them. . Such young children 
serve to distract the attention of the others, and impair 
the discipline of the school, and this would be a sufficient 
reason for rejecting them, even if the teacher should not 
devote any time or attention to their instruction. It may 
in many cases be an act of kindness to relieve the mothers 
of the care of such young children, and it would doubtless 
be a still greater relief to them if they were allowed to 
send them at a much earlier period, but if under any cir- 
cumstances it were deemed expedient to allow the ride to 
be violated, it certainly is not so when our schools are so 
full of those whose age entitles them to their advantages. 
If the minimum age for admission were six years, instead 
of five, I think it would be no less beneficial to those who 
would thereby be excluded, than to those who remain. 
The admission at an earlier period, in my opin- 
ion, exposes the little ones to serious dangers, men- 
tally, morally and physically. 
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If the requirement in regard to satisfactory evidence 
of vaccination were strictly complied with when the 
children are admitted to the Primary Schools, scholars 
would not sometimes be found in the Grammar Schools 
who had never been vaccinated. 

If more regard were paid by some teachers to “ the tem- 
perature of their rooms, and a thorough ventilation of 
them at the close of each school session,” to “ the time 
required for their presence in the school-room before the 
time fixed for the commencement of each session,” to the 
requirement in regard to physical exercises at “ each school 
session ,” and also to the prohibition in regard to corporal 
punishment, “ only to be resorted to token other means fail,” 
it might show a better acquaintance with the School Re- 
gulations, and a more earnest desire to comply with them, 
than some now give evidence of, 

No permission is given in the Regulations for teachers 
to spend one half day in each term to visiting other 
schools, but it is claimed on the ground of long established 
usage. I do not know in what way a teacher can more 
directly benefit her school than by spending at least a half 
day, occasionally, in visiting other schools of the same 
grade, especially if she selects such as are of acknowledged 
excellence. The advantages of such a practice are so ob- 
vious, particularly in the case of the younger and more 
inexperienced teachers, that I would recommend the 
Board to* adopt a Rule that shall permit it, under certain 
restrictions, if necessary, rather than leave the matter so 
dubious as it now is. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

The number of buildings appropriated to the use of our 
public schools is thirty -five. One is for the High School, eight 
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for the Grammar Schools, and twenty-six for the Primaries. 
One other Primary School building on Middle street, not be- 
ing needed for school purposes, has recently been torn down 
to make room for a new steam engine building for the 
use of the Fire Department. The estimated value of the 
thirty-five school buildings is $1S0,000. Thirteen of 
these are brick buildings, the rest are wooden. During 
the last year steam-heating apparatus has been placed in 
the Bartlett and Varnum Schools, at an expense of SoOOO. 

The High and Grammar School buildings are now all 
heated by steam, and so far as the experiment has been 
tested, this mode of heating them I think meets, or, when 
some slight alterations have been made, will meet the ex- 
pectations of all in respect to a more economical, and satis- 
factory way of accomplishing the end in view. It is io 
be hoped that hereafter a necessity will not occur for 
dismissing any schools in these buildings during the win- 
ter term on account of insufficient heat, as has fre- 
quently been the case heretofore. I regret that in the 
arrangements for heating these buildings no provision has 
been made, except in the High School building, for drying 
the feet and garments of the children in wet weather, and 
that consequently so many must remain through the 
whole session exposed to the great danger arising from 
this neglect. If the furnace registers in each room had 
been allowed to remain, and heat had been conveyed to 
them by a coil of pipes for this purpose, a very 'serious 
objection to the present arrangement would have been 
obviated, and I trust that even now this evil may be re- 
medied. What is the expenditure of a few more dollars 
in comparison with the probability, by withholding it, of 
sending to a premature grave any of those for whose 
physical as well as intellectual welfare if is our duty to 
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make adequate provision? I commend the subject to the 
serious consideration of the Board, with the hope that 
some immediate measures may be adopted with reference 
to it. 

It is now just twenty-five years since the High 
School building was completed, it having been “ dedicated 
with solemn and interesting services on the 21st of No- 
vember,” and “ opened in all its departments on the 7th 
of December,” 1840. The Committee of that year speak of 
it as “one of the largest, most convenient and beautiful 
buildings which, to their knowledge, had been consecrated 
to the cause of Common Schools.” They also, in referring 
to its furniture, speak of the “circumstances of beauty and 
comfort with which the pupils were surrounded.” It is 
not always true that a “thing of beauty” continues to be 
“ a joy forever.” It certainly is not true of school furni- 
ture. However “ beautiful and comfortable” the school 
desks of this building, which are still in use there, may 
have seemed a quarter of a century ago, it is far other- 
wise now. The building itself is exceedingly well located, 
being in a central part of the city, and having a separate 
and entirely distinct entrance from Kirk and Anne Streets 
for the two sexes who are together educated there. Ex- 
ternally it is still a fair specimen of school-house archi- 
tecture, hut there is much in its internal arrangements 
that seems to me exceedingly objectionable, and far 
behind the improvements witnessed in buildings more 
recently erected in other cities for similar purposes.- There 
is a very large room on each floor, in which the sexes are 
separately seated when not engaged in recitations, and 
connected with these are four recitation rooms of equal 
size, much too small and inconveniently arranged for the 
large classes frequently occupying them. At the beginning 
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of the last term the number of pupils belonging to, and 
actually attending this school, was two hundred and 
forty-one, one hundred and fifty-seven of whom were 
girls, and eighty-four were boys. Under the present ar- 
rangement of the rooms the entire discipline of this large 
number is devolved upon the two teachers in charge of 
the study rooms, each of whom, besides the constant over- 
sight and government of his room, is as much occupied 
with the instruction of classes as either of the other four 
teachers.' It is surprising that under such circumstances 
the government of these rooms is generally so satisfac- 
tory, but it requires a peculiar tact, and executive abili- 
ties of no ordinary character, to maintain it, and while 
very many may prove successful class-room teachers, very 
few comparatively succeed in positions so difficult as these. 

It would be far better to distribute the large number 
attending this school in as many rooms as there are teach- 
ers, thus dividing the labor and care connected with their 
discipline, all subject, however, to the general oversight 
of the Principal, who should be considered mainly respon- 
sible for the success of the school. Such is the system 
adopted in all our Grammar Schools, with results far 
more gratifying than under the old system of one large 
study room, and several small class rooms. Such, too, is 
the system universally adopted in the High School build- 
ings recently erected. Instead of the large expense nec- 
essary for an immediate and thorough repair of the High 
School building, which is so much needed, I should rec- 
ommend an entire re-modeling of the building, so as to 
secure the advantages of which I have spoken above, and 
other very important ones which are also greatly to be 
desired. The plan for this, prepared by a skillful archi- 
tect, under the direction of a Committee of the City Gov-

ernment, to whom was referred the action of the last year’s 
School Board, recommending such a remodeling of the 
building, will very soon be submitted for acceptance. 
There is a proposed enlargement of the building by an 
addition on either side of 16 by 38 feet, for new entrances 
and staircases, as its present area, 48 by 84 feet, will not 
allow sufficient space for these, and still leave sufficient 
room for a proper division of it. It is also proposed to raise 
the roof, so as to furnish a hall, which will be the entire size 
of the building, as the stairs in either “ entrance” will be 
continued to it. This hall can be arranged so as to ac- 
commodate six hundred and fifty persons, and is very 
much needed for the general exercises of the school, where 
all the pupils can be assembled together, for the more pub- 
lic exercises connected with the graduation of the senior 
class, and for such other educational purposes as from 
time to time may seem desirable. The plan" contemplates 
four rooms of equal size, with accommodations for forty 
or forty-five scholars each, one larger room for the Princi- 
pal, with library and ante-room adjoining, and another of 
equal size for the teacher of the Natural Sciences, with a 
chemical and philosophical apparatus room adjoining, with 
accommodations in each of the two larger rooms for about 
sixty pupils. Provision is also made for suitable wardrobe 
accommodations. Such is a general outline of the plan 
proposed, which I commend for early adoption by those in 
whom is vested the power of giving it a substantial reality. 

The Grammar School buildings having all been re- 
modeled and repaired within a few years, are in very good 
condition, in respect to their internal arrangements, and 
furnishings. If the w r alls of all were occasionally -white- 
washed, and if the woodwork and furniture of one or two 
of them were painted and grained, it would be a very de- 
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cided improvement, and it is what they greatly need. 
They are generally very favorably and pleasantly located. 
I must, however, except the Green School House, whose 
location is in the highest degree objectionable. There are 
manufacturing establishments on three sides of it, from 
two of which it is separated. by a space of from fifteen to 
twenty feet. The remaining side is close upon a street 
which is one of the principal thoroughfares of the city, 
and to which, from the very contracted school yard on 
each of two sides only, very many of the children are forced 
to resort for their sports, often at imminent peril. The 
rumbling of passing carriages, the puffing of steam engines, 
and the variety of sounds from these establishments, seldom 
intermitted, are frequently so great as to drown the voice 
of the teachers and pupils, and seriously interrupt the ex- 
ercises of the school. Added to this is the nuisance from 
the smoke and vapor which very frequently are driven 
into the rooms through the opened windows by the fitful 
gusts of wind, and the exclusion of light, and pure air, by 
the high surrounding Avails. 

The terrible calamity in 1863, resulting from the explo- 
sion of a boiler in a building about twenty feet distant 
from this, by which five men Avere killed, several others 
injured, and the entire building demolished, fortunately 
occurred during the intermission Avhen the children were 
aAvay from the school premises, but Avhat guarantee can 
there be that a similar event will not occur under less 
favorable circumstances, and Avith results far more deplor- 
able 1 

For these reasons mainly, Lam decidedly of the opinion 
that this building should not longer be used for school pur- 
poses, and would suggest for consideration Avhether the 
scholars belonging to this school, aA r eraging about tAvo 
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hundred for the last two years, may not be so distributed 
among the nearest Grammar Schools, in several of whose 
buildings there are unoccupied rooms, that this school can 
be disbanded. Its Principal, with whose services the city 
cannot afford to dispense, might be transferred, with a 
large number of pupils, to the Colburn School, which, 
from the small number attending it, has for nearly two 
years been under the government of a lady teacher, whose 
services, as well as those of his assistants, should be re- 
tained. It would be necessary also to make provision for 
the two Primary Schools now occupying this same build- 
ing. If such a course is not deemed expedient, then I am 
constrained to recommend the erection of a new building 
in some suitable locality, if it can be found, to meet the 
wants of this school. The present building is so well sit- 
uated for mechanical purposes that it would command a 
good price, perhaps nearly sufficient to meet the expense 
of a new school building in some other locality. 

The Primary School buildings are generally well loca- 
ted, comfortably arranged, and in quite good condition. 
Several, however, very much need to be painted exter- 
nally, and a few both within and without. “Those prim- 
itive green box-seats” have given place to modern chairs 
and desks with which these buildings are now all supplied, 
thereby greatly promoting the comfort of the pupils, and 
the good order and discipline of the schools. 

Of the out-buildings connected with our schools, from 
the highest to the lowest grade, I cannot speak at all fa- 
vorably. With few exceptions, they are discreditable to 
all concerned. There is evidently not that “careful over- 
sight” of these buildings which the School Regulations re- 
quire of the teachers, and which ought constantly to be 
exercised. This is too clearly shown by the filthy condi- 
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tion of so many of tliem, and by the obscene caricatures 
and vile words with which the external walls and fences, 
and the interior of these buildings are defiled, and which 
serve as an index of the moral sentiment pervading a 
school. It is the remark of a Roman poet that “ a new 
vase long retains the odor of that substance that happened 
first to have been put into it.” An obscene picture or sen- 
timent upon the walls of the school premises for the first 
time seen by the young child, or a vulgar expression for 
the first time uttered in its hearing, is at once Daguerreo- 
t} T ped upon its sensitive mind, producing an impression 
seldom entirely eradicated, just as a stain upon a fine 
white cloth is with more difficulty removed than one upon 
a coarse, rough cloth. It is a sad truth, that in almost 
every school, whether public or private, and not restricted 
to either sex, there are so many experimenters in juvenile 
depravity, whose lips and hands and feet are prone to evil, 
and that continually. Still, as Dr. Arnold says, “ I am 
inclined to think that the trials of a school are useful to a 
boy’s after character, and thus I dread not to expose my 
boys to it ; while, on the other hand, the immediate effect 
of it is so ugly that, like washing one’s hands with earth, 
one shrinks from dirtying them so grievously in the first 
stage of the progress.” It is hoped that hereafter, an 
Argus-eyed vigilance on the part of the teachers, and the 
frequent inculcation of correct sentiments relating directly 
to this subject, will prevent, as far as possible, the repeti- 
tion of any such practices, as detract so greatly from the 
otherwise favorable opinion with which our schools are 
justly regarded. • 

In what I have said upon this particular topic, of course 
those teachers will not appropriate to themselves the im- 
plied censure, whose school buildings and adjuncts are 
free from the evil complained of. 
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In a previous special Report I called the attention of 
the Board to the importance of separate yards and out- 
buildings for some of the Primary Schools which had but 
one for the use of both sexes, and therefore it is not nec- 
essary for me to do more than to allude to the subject 
now, especially as in one or two cases my recommenda- 
tion has been carried out. 

I will close my protracted remarks on the general topic 
of “ School Buildings ” by quoting the sentiment, with 
the truth of which I am deeply impressed, which I find 
in the School Report of 1845 : “ There can be no really 

excellent schools unless due attention be paid to school- 
houses. Their location, architecture, ventilation, internal 
arrangements, cleanliness, play-grounds, shade trees, out- 
houses, &c., must each and all receive patient and constant 
consideration.” 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

At the commencement of the present school year, it 
was found necessary, in consequence of the over-crowded 
condition of the schools in that part of the city to re-open 
Primary Number Uneven, which had been closed since 
July, 1862. We have therefore at present forty-six Pri- 
mary Schools, Several of these, especially during the 
last term, have had a much larger number of pupils than 
for some time previously. By transfers from one school 
to another, where it was possible to make them, I have, 
in a few instances, more nearly equalized the number of 
scholars, and the labors of the teachers, and this has been 
without any apparent friction, and with good results. 
Some of the schools are still quite too full, but I do not 
think it advisable just now to increase the number of 
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teachers, though it may be necessary to do so before the 
close of the school year. In ten schools the average daily 
attendance during the last term was sixty and upwards. In 
one school it was seventy-six. The average number be- 
longing to each of the forty-six schools, during the same 
period, has been fifty-eight, and the average daily attend- 
ance fifty-one. 

Of the improving condition of these schools generally, 
so far as actual results indicate it, I have perhaps suffic- 
iently spoken under the topic of semi-annual examina- 
tions. It seems to me that the greatest obstacle in the 
way of a more thorough and satisfactory improvement of 
our Primary Schools, is their present ungraded character. 
Each of these forty-six schools is entirely independent, v 
and constituted without the slightest relation to the oth- 
ers. In each are found children ranging through the 
studies of the first five or six years of their education, 
from the Alphabet to a somewhat advanced portion of 
Mental Arithmetic and Geography, until they are pre- 
pared for the Grammar School. As the school is usually 
divided into six classes, each of which must be heard three or 
four times a day, after deducting the time necessary for 
devotional, physical, and other general exercises, recesses, 
etc., each class can of course receive but a small fraction 
of time, and each pupil but a homoepathic dose of instruc- 
tion. 

This is a matter of greater consequence in our Primary 
Schools, in which the little ones require more personal 
care and instruction, than in the higher grades, where the 
instruction imparted to one member of a class can be lis- 
tened to and understood equally well by all its members. 
The Boston Primary Schools were until within a few 
years in the condition in which ours are at present. In 
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the Superintendent’s Report for 1857, occurs the follow- 
ing, which is equally true of nearly all of our own schools : 

“ Go into any of these schools at any time of day, and in 
nine cases out of ten, if not in forty-nine out of fifty, 
three-fourths of the pupils will be found without profita- 
ble employment. Thus the time of these children is 
wasted for precious months and years in succession. But 
this great waste of time is not the only evil arising from 
this defect. Many bad habits are formed. The strength 
of the teacher, which should be expended in' teaching, is 
necessarily taxed to a great extent by the incessant vigil- 
ance and care requisite to keep these idlers out of mis- 
chief, and to secure some reasonable degree of stillness.” 

• One principal remedy for these evils was stated to be, 

“ a classification of all these schools.” The experiment 
was at once partially tried, and the next year the sub- 
committee of one district in which every Primary School 
had been classified, stated that “ the experiment had suc- 
ceeded very far beyond their anticipations,” and that “the 
benefits derived from the change had been apparent and 
gratifying.” The system was gradually adopted in all the 
districts, and in 1863 “the whole number of Primary 
Schools classified with one class to a school was one hun- 
dred and twenty-two, or nearly one-half of the whole 
number; the number of those with two classes to a school, 
was ninety ; the number with three classes to a school, > 
was fifteen ; eight had four classes, three had five, and only 
sixteen were left with the original six classes.” 

If such great benefits, as is asserted, have actually re- 
sulted from such a classification and gradation of the Bos- 
ton Primary Schools, will it not be desirable to try the 
experiment in our Lowell schools 1 Many of these are 
so isolated that it would be difficult to do so, under pres- 
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ent arrangements. Still there are several so grouped to- 
gether that in them it could be easily effected. Ten of 
our Primary School buildings contain two schools each, 
where the experiment might be tried of assigning the 
three highest classes to one teacher, and the three lowest 
to another. Two buildings contain three schools each. 
Here there might be a still better classification, so distrib- 
uting the pupils that each teacher should have but two 
classes. 

If the results of this experiment should be found greatly 
superior to those of the present system, then some arrange- 
ment might be made by which the rest of the schools, 
with the exception of those too remote from others, might 
be similarly classified. There are objections, I am aware, 
to this measure, prominent among which is the hetero- 
geneous character of our population, and the more inti- 
mate mixing together of American and foreign children, — 
which occurs, however, in the Grammar Schools, — the 
separation into different school rooms of children of 
the same families, the additional labor imposed upon those 
to whom would he assigned the younger classes, and sev- 
eral others, perhaps more fancied than real. I commend 
the whole subject to the careful and early consideration of 
the incoming Board. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

Nothing of special interest connected with these schools 
has occurred during the year, calling for particular notice. 
Under the excellent management of their long-tried and 
successful Principals, aided by faithful and generally effi- 
cient assistants, they have pursued the even tenor of their 
way, and the general results have been quite satisfactory. 
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I would suggest as a means of improving and elevating 
the standard of instruction and discipline in these schools, 
that some arrangement be made by which the Principals 
may be able to bring the influence of their ability and 
experience to bear more directly and constantly on all 
the pupils and teachers of their schools. Under the pres- 
ent system the time of the Principal is so exclusively de- 
voted to the pupils of his own room, that he is unable to 
make such frequent visits to the rooms of the subordinate 
teachers, and exercise such a supervision over the govern- 
ment of them, and the progress of all the classes, as seems 
to me very desirable. It has for several years been the 
practice in Cincinnati to make each Grammar School 
Principal a Local Superintendent of all the schools in his 
particular school district, his time being devoted not to 
the sole instruction of any division or class, but to the 
general elevation and improvement of the school, and to 
such duties in a limited sphere as are assigned throughout 
the whole city to the General Superintendent. This plan 
is also reconimended for the Boston schools. It may an- 
swer very well for such cities, and for large schools in 
which are employed a sub-master, and one or more male 
assistants, but would not be expedient for our city. Still 
some modification of it, by which a small portion of each 
day could be devoted by the Principal to visiting the rooms 
of his assistants, and hearing the recitations in them, and 
a few days near the close of each term to an examination 
of the progress made by their classes, keeping a record of 
the results, might be very serviceable in every large school. 
Such a constant supervision, superadded to the visits and 
examinations made by the Superintendent and sub-com- 
mittees, must, I think, elevate the character of these schools 
very greatly. 
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As so large a proportion of the youth of our city cannot, 
for various reasons, enjoy the advantages of the High School, 
but must finish their school education in the Grammar 
Schools, it seems to me very desirable that there should be 
some modification or enlargement of the studies pursued 
here, for the benefit of such. I think if a portion of the time 
now given to the present prescribed studies, or, if neces- 
sary, an additional six months or year were devoted, by 
at least the first division of the Principal’s room, to Book- 
keeping by single entry, to the Rudiments of Natural 
Philosophy, to occasional exercises in Physical Geogra- 
phy, and to Physiology, the usefulness of these schools 
would be very greatly enlarged. In this respect we are 
deficient when compared with many other cities in our 
country, in whose Grammar Schools some portion of the 
time is given to such studies. 

In some of the schools increased attention has been 
given to exercises in Map Drawing, on the blackboard, a 
very important and useful exercise, which I trust will be 
generally practiced. Its advantages are too obvious to be 
enlarged upon. 

There is at present in most of the school rooms a lack 
of suitable Outline Maps, so important an auxiliary in the 
teaching of Geography that without it I do not know how 
any one can teach this branch with satisfaction to him- 
self, or much benefit to his pupils. Frequent requests are 
made for them, and they should be liberally supplied 
wherever needed. 

In several of these schools, as well as in many of the 
Primaries, the gloomy aspect of the walls is relieved by 
engravings and other ornamental appendages, which with 
commendable liberality, the parents and children, and in 
some cases, the teachers themselves, have furnished. If 
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all the school rooms in the city were thus adorned, — and 
how easily it could be done by an occasional small contri- 
bution for this purpose, — it would be one of the most effi- 
cient means of elevating and refining the tastes of the 
children, and of making the school room, in which they 
spend so large a portion of their time, far more pleasant 
and attractive. 

. Besides the usual semi-annual examinations of all the 
classes, to which I have before referred, of whose results 
those only who were present have any knowledge, the usual 
annual examination of the first class in each Grammar 
School for admission to the High School occurred in July, 
and was conducted in the usual manner, the questions be- 
ing prepared by me, under the direction of the High 
School Committee, and the papers of the candidates being 
examined by the teachers of that school. For the in- 
formation of all I subjoin the following Table, which I 
have prepared from a careful examination of the returns 
made by these examiners. 

By this table it appears that the whole number exam- 
ined from the Grammar Schools was one hundred and 
forty, precisely the number examined in 1864. Besides 
these, there were examined at the same time, three from 
Private Schools, with results not so satisfactory as those 
of the pupils from our public schools. Two of them were 
admitted. 

I would recommend that in future examinations for 
admission to this school, there be no such marked dif- 
ference in the per centage of correctness required in the sev- 
eral subjects on which an examination is made, as has been 
the usage for several years, allowing 25 per cent, for Arith- 
metic, 20 for Grammar, 15 for Geography, 10 for History and 
12 for Spelling, — thus encouraging an undue degree of at- 
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tention to some, and equal neglect of other studies, — but 
that they be placed on an equal footing in determining 
the qualifications of the candidate.

The standard for admission at thi3 examination, as adopted by the Board, was as follows: 
All having an aggregate of 52 ; all, 14 years and upwards, having 50 ; all, 15 years and up- 
wards. having 48 ; and all, 16 years and upwards, having 46. In each instance, 16 less than 
the standard for 1»64. 

For the number of scholars belonging to each of the above schools daring the year, see 
the Table at the end of the Keports. 
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In explanation of the not very flattering results in sev- 
eral of the above subjects on which the candidates were ex- 
amined, and which fall below those of the previous year, it 
was thought by some that my questions were more difficult 
this year. They will be found in Appendix, No. 2, as 
those of last year can be in an Appendix to the Report of 
that year. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 

It might perhaps be interesting to many, and certainly 
not inappropriate, to present a review of what has been 
accomplished by this highest grade of our schools during 
the quarter of a century, closing this very month, since it 
first occupied the building, of which I have spoken under 
another topic. This, however, though an inviting theme, 
I must leave for some one more familiar with its history. 
If its beneficial results for the last two years, under its 
efficient and successful corps of teachers, furnish a correct 
criterion by which to form an estimate of its usefulness 
during this long period, then it has unquestionably real- 
ized, in a high degree, the object for which such an insti- 
tution is required by the Statutes to be established, and 
justified the large appropriations annually made for its 
support. 

The present year also closes the second decade of the 
present Principal’s connection with the school, not so long 
a period, however, as is covered by the connection with it 
of the teacher of mathematics. These, as well as some 
others who have devoted so large a portion of life to the 
educational interests of the city, doubtless prefer to be 
“ known by their fruits,” rather than to be spoken of in the 
hackneyed terms of official compliment. 
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The changes in the corps of teachers connected with 
this school are mentioned under the appropriate topic. 

The following communication from the Principal, whose 
views on several topics I solicited, so well express my sen- 
timents on the subjects alluded to, that I present it in lieu 
of any remarks of my own. 

“ Of the graduates from the High School at the close of the last school 
year, one, though well prepared to enter college, did not seek admission'; one 
entered at Harvard College ; one at Williams, and two at Amherst. All 
who entered college were unconditionally admitted. 

It should be distinctly understood by those students who wish to enter 
Harvard College, that, while the High School classical course meets the 
requirements of other colleges, this college demands an additional amount 
of Greek, Latin, &c., sufficient to require the study of another entire 
year. The Committee hardly feel warranted in making the classical course 
of six years, like that of the Boston Latin School, or one of five years, 
like that of the Cambridge High School. Nor have they yet taken action 
on the suggestion of the Superintendent in his last year’s Report with ref- 
erence to allowing those who intend to pursue the college course to be- 
come members of the High School at an earlier age than others. ' "Under 
the circumstances, the wisest course seems to be, for such pupils to give 
their teachers an early notice of their intentions, and for the teachers to 
require of them extra lessons, and to devote to them extra time. 

The difficulty in question is not that a young man cannot fit for Har- 
vard in four years ; but that the classes in our High School, being com- 
posed to a very large extent of girls and of boys who do not design to enter 
college, ought not, as is done in the schools in Exeter and Andover, to be 
put upon a course of study strictly preparatory to entering college, and 
thus be deprived of the privilege of pursuing other important studies, in 
order to be able to keep pace with two or three of their number whose sole 
object is to gain admission to a particular college. Justice demands that 
the interest of the few should yield to that of the many, and that the 
girls, in these classes, should have time to attend to other branches than 
Latin and Mathematics. 

In the general management of the High School, an attempt i§ made to 
introduce and close each exercise precisely at its appointed time. This 
course, though doubtless attended with its inconveniences, is, on th«s whole ? 
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productive of a far greater amount of good. When the feelings of the 
teacher, and not the clock, are allowed to decide when an exercise shall 
begin, and how long it shall last, it is not in human nature to continue, 
term after term, and year after year, to devote that prompt and earnest 
attention to the less attractive classes and studies, which strict justice de- 
mands. When lassitude and weariness weigh heavily upon the teacher, 
the gymnastic exercise, for example, is by degrees cut short or entirely 
neglected, and the recess stealthily secures an undue portion of time. The 
clock, in every school-room, should be a personage of very high authority, 
whose commands should be obeyed with the greatest promptness, and whose 
example should be followed with the utmost deference and respect. 

The community cannot be too often informed that the proficiency of the 
pupils entering our High School, is far below a proper High School stand- 
ard. In arithmetic, for example, at the last examination for admission, 
probably not one-fifth of the questions were correctly answered. It should 
be the earnest effort of every friend of education, in order that this school 
may be, in its true sense, a High School, to supply it with pupils of suffi- 
cient mental discipline to comprehend and master a course of * High 
School’ study.” 

I would renew the recommendation in my last year’s- 
Report, (p. 25,) alluded to in the above communication, 
relative to admitting to the High School at an earlier age, 
and with less preparation, those who intend to pursue the 
classical course with reference to a collegiate education. 
With the present greatly increased requirements for ad- 
mission to college, a five years’ course of preparation 
seems necessary, and unless such pupils can commence 
their classical studies at about twelve years of age, in- 
stead of, as now, at the average age of fifteen years, they 
must necessarily enter college at a later period than most 
parents would desire. Should this recommendation be 
adopted, and any of the pupils admitted to this school at 
an earlier age, for the express purpose of fitting for col- 
lege, for any reason soon relinquish these studies, they 
should be returned to the Grammar School, unless fully 
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qualified in every respect for admission to existing classes 
pursuing the English course. 

I also renew the recommendation in my last year’s Re- 
port, of a more thorough and systematic examination of 
this school, at least once a year, to be conducted in writing 
mainly > as a better test of the real scholarship and attain- 
ments of its members, than the present exclusively 
oral method. For a fuller expression of this recom- 
mendation, I would refer to that Report, page 30. 

The number of graduates from this school in July last 
was forty-two, upon whom Diplomas were conferred in 
the usual form.

PENMANSHIP; 


After the resignation, in Mardh, 1864, of Mr. Farns- 
worth, who for upwards of twenty years had been em- 
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ployed as a teacher of Penmanship in the public schools of 
this city, the writing was under the direction of the sev- 
eral teachers, in their respective rooms. There was grad- 
ually an evident falling off from the excellent penmanship 
which had been one of the characteristics of our highest 
grades of schools, and many of the teachers failed in impart- 
ing that instruction which is as necessary to make a profic- 
ient in penmanship, as in Arithmetic or any other sub- 
ject. This was not from any apparent neglect, hut simply 
because many of the younger and less experienced teachers 
had never been taught how to teach writing, and were un- 
acquainted with the very essential elementary principles 
which underlie correct and successful teaching of this 
subject. I am decidedly of the opinion that every teacher, 
whether himself a good writer or not, should be able to 
teach writing, as well and as thoroughly, as any other 
branch, and that this should be required of every one who 
receives an appointment as teacher in our schools. Still, 
under existing circumstances, I called the attention of the 
Board, in a Special Report, to this want of our schools, 
and recommended the appointment of a special teacher, 
at least for a limited period, under whose instruction our 
regular teachers might be enabled to meet the wants of 
our schools in this respect. The Board was very fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Mr, B. Harrison, who had 
had a successful experience in this specialty in Charles- 
town and several other places. Mr. Harrison entered upon 
his duties in March last, and by his zeal and indefatigable 
exertions awakened such an interest, and secured such 
gratifying results, in the High and Grammar Schools, be- 
tween which his time was divided, that his appointment, 
originally for one month, was continued thrpugh the re- 
mainder of the school year, and in September he was 
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elected a permanent teacher. Book-keeping is also taught 
by him in the High School, a very large proportion of the 
pupils, of each sex, engaging in this study. 

Aside from the more important advantages of a good 
penmanship in securing to a young man or woman such 
positions as Clerks and Book-keepers, often much more 
lucrative in consequence of it, which are constantly open- 
ing to them, I regard this acquisition as among the most 
essential in the education of all for the common, every 
day purposes of life. How many persons, after great 
painstaking in deciphering the strange hieroglyphics which 
some of their correspondents inflict upon them, can heartily 
concur in the sentiment of the great historian of Rome, 
Niebuhr, who has said: “A bad hand- writing ought never 
to be forgiven ; it is shameful indolence ; indeed, sending 
a badly-written letter to a fellow-creature is as impudent 
an act as I know of. Can there be any thing more un- 
pleasant than to open a letter which at once shows that it 
will require long deciphering 1 Besides, the effect of the 
letter is gone if we must spell it. Strange, we carefully 
avoid troubling other people even with trifles, or appearing 
before them in dress which shows negligence or careless- 
ness, and yet nothing is thought of giving the disagreea- 
ble trouble of reading a badly written letter.” I trust 
that with the liberal provision now made for the instruc- 
tion of the youth of our city in this highly important 
branch, none of them will hereafter be guilty of what 
Niebuhr regards as “ a never-to-be-forgiven offence.” 


TRUANCY. 

In my former report I spoke of “the desirableness, and 
necessity even, of the appointment of some one, having 
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the peculiar qualifications requisite for such duties, who 
should devote his time and attention exclusively to this 
subject.” 

Early in the present year, Mr. Jesse Huse was appointed 
Truant Commissioner, an office which, at different periods, 
he had previously held for several years. Having no official 
relation to this officer, I am not expected to express my 
opinion officially as to his qualifications for this peculiar 
service, and his success in the discharge of its duties. 
Still it may be proper for me to say that so far as my own 
personal observation extends, as well as from what I learn 
from the teachers, he has with fidelity, tact, discretion, 
and kindness, accomplished much in the way of remedy- 
ing the evils caused by habits of truancy, Avhich is one of 
the chief obstacles to any valuable and permanent im- 
provement of our schools. 

From his report to me, it appears that from April 1st 
to December 1st of the present year, he has investigated 
462 cases. Of these, 287 were truants, 12 lwere absentees, 17 
were new scholars, and 48 had been guilty of misdemeanors. 
Eighty-one of the above required a second visit from him, 
and 27 a third. During the same time he has arrested 22 
for truancy, who, with two or three exceptions, have been 
sentenced to the ’House of Reformation and Employment 
for Juvenile Offenders in our city, for terms varying from 
three months to two years. Those not sentenced were 
bailed, and returned to school. 

The fact that during the present year the number of 
minors committed to the Watch House has been forty-four 
less than in 1864, and the number of truants sentenced as 
above eleven less, may, doubtless, in a great measure be 
attributed to the beneficial influence resulting from the 
appointment of such an officer, whose services, I trust, 
will still be continued. 
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UNEDUCATED CHILDREN. 

It has been well said, that “ a parent who sends his son 
into the world uneducated, does as great injury to man- 
kind as to his own family ; he defrauds the community of 
a useful citizen, and bequeaths to us a nuisance.” 

Deeply impressed with the truth of this sentiment, our 
State Legislature has made provision in the General Stat- 
utes for the instruction of every child under fifteen years 
of age, and imposed a fine “ not exceeding fifty dollars for 
each offence, to be recovered by indictment,” upon “ the 
owner, agent, or superintendent of a manufacturing estab- 
lishment, who employs a child in violation of the provis- 
ions” of the statutes relating to the subject. 

As my Report is already so long, I will only say, very 
briefly, that I have given as much time and attention to 
the duty imposed upon me in relation to this subject as 
my numerous other duties would permit, — not so much, 
however, as its great importance demands. I am satisfied 
that very many children are employed in the manufactur- 
ing establishments of our city in direct violation of the 
Statutes. I have been furnished by several teachers with 
the names of many children who are now at work in sev- 
eral of the Corporations, without havingjbeen required to 
exhibit the usual certificate of attendance at school the 
prescribed period, many of whom could not obtain it. One 
case is that of a boy under twelve years of age, reported 
to me as having “gone to work in one of the mills, with- 
out a certificate, about the first of July, 1864, and re- 
mained there until October 2d, 1865.” There are doubt- 
less numerous other similar cases. In several instances 
I have addressed notes to the Agents, from some of whom 
I have received courteous replies, expressing their igno- 
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ranee in regard to the facts communicated, and their desire 
that the wise and salutary provisions of the statutes should 
be carried out. By some others, no notice has been taken 
of them. So far as I can judge, it is not the Agents, but the 
Overseers, and other subordinate officials, who thus violate 
the law, and render their employers liable to its penalties. 
I commend the subject to the consideration of the Board 
for such action as its importance demands. 


' MORAL INSTRUCTION. 

There has seemed to me to be in most, if not all, of our 
schools, a neglect of some regular, systematic instruction 
in morals. It certainly cannot be because the moral fac- 
ulties do not need to be educated as much as the intellect- 
ual, or are less susceptible of cultivation. 

This neglect is, perhaps, owing in part to the fact that 
such instruction is too little appreciated by those whose 
children are most directly benefited by it, although this, 
of course, should not excuse the teacher from the discharge 
of a duty so important. It is too true, as has been said 
by an English writer, that when “a father inquires whether 
his boy has been so taught that he can construe Homer, 
under stand Horace, and taste Virgil, he seldom asks, ex- 
amines, or thinks, whether he has also been taught to be 
grateful, generous, humane, compassionate, just, and be- 
nevolent.” 

It may also be because no text book on morals is pre- 
scribed in the School Regulations, and no provision is made 
for instruction in morals beyond the mere general require- 
ment that “ politeness and good behavior shall be carefully 
inculcated.” A much more effectual way of inculcating 
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morals than by a text book, with regular recitations, 
would be the appropriating a very few minutes each day 
to a general exercise, requiring the attention of all the 
scholars in the room, in which the “good behavior” should 
be taught by explaining and enforcing habits of neatness, 
order, obedience, and politeness ; by relating short stories 
illustrating and stimulating the virtues of honesty, truth- 
fulness, kindness to playmates, animals, etc. Occasionally, 
too, a reading lesson, in which some moral sentiment is 
developed, might be supplemented by a few appropriate 
remarks, by which a deep and abiding impression might 
be made on the minds of some, at least, of the scholars. 
But in no way can “politeness and good behavior” be so 
effectively taught as by the daily “walk and conversation” 
of the teacher himself. If he be of boorish habits, and 
regardless of the common proprieties of life in the presence 
of his pupils, or deficient in any of the moral virtues, what 
benefit will they derive from any oral instruction which 
he may communicate on these subjects? And again, as 
intimately related to this subject, if the teacher’s manner 
and language are harsh and severe, and if he indulges in op- 
probrious and insulting epithets, how can he secure the re- 
spect and affection of his pupils, without which all moral 
teachings will be of no effect? In every school there are 
some gentle, sensitive natures, that shrink from the rough 
words and repulsive looks of the teacher, as the timid 
lamb does from the fierce growl of the tiger. 

By* an allowed principle of Grammar, I have in these 
remarks used the masculine pronoun, but they are of 
general application 'to teachers of each sex, everywhere. 
I cannot refrain, iti this connection, from commending 
the following extract from Roger Ascham’s “ School-mas- 
ter,” to the thoughtful consideration of every teacher: 
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“ One of the greatest benefits,” said Lady Jane Grey, 
“ that God ever gave me is, that hee sente so gentle a 
schoolmaster, who teaches me so gently, so pleasantly, 
with such faire allurements to learning, that 1 thinke all 
the time nothing while I am with him. And when I am 
called from him, I fall on weeping, because whatever I do 
els but learning, is full of greefe, trouble, feare, and whole 
misliking unto mee ; and thus my booke hath been so 
much my pleasure and more, that in respect to it, all other 
pleasure, in very deede, bee but trifles and troubles unto 
me.” 

Would that the recollections associated with every 
teacher might linger as pleasantly in the memory of all 
his pupils, as did those of Mr. Aylmer, her father’s chap- 
lain and her own model tutor, in the memory of this 
highly gifted, and sadly fated pupil of his. 


With the expression of my grateful appreciation of the 
kindness and courtesy shown to me during this second 
year of my official connection with the schools of this 
city, by each member of this Board, and by all the teach- 
ers, and commending these schools, with their far-reaching 
and momentous interests, to the kind Providence that has 
so signally blessed them during the two score years of 
their existence, to the continued fostering care of their 
appointed guardians, and to the liberal support of all the 
citizens, I close my Report.

RESOLUTION ESTABLISHING THE SALARIES OF THE OFFI- 
CERS OF THE CITY OF LOWELL, FOR THE YEAR 186G-7. 


Resolved by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the City of 
Lowell, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


The Salaries of the several City Officers, for the year 
beginning on the first Monday in January, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-six, shall be as herein mentioned ; 
to be paid quarterly, unless herein otherwise ordered. 

Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be at the 
rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 2. The salary of the City Cleric shall be at the 
rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, which shall be 
in full for his services, and all assistance he may require ; 
and he shall account for all sums of money received in his 
official capacity. 

Sect. 3. The salary of the City Treasurer shall be at 
the rate of sixteen hundred dollars per annum, for per- 
forming the duties of City Treasurer and Collector of 
Taxes ; and he shall account for all fees, moneys and com- 
missions which he shall receive in said capacity. 
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Sect. 4. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be 
at the rate of one thousand dollars per annum ; and he 
shall account for all sums of money received by him in 
said capacity. 

Sect. 5. The salary of the City Solicitor shall be at the 
rate of nine hundred dollars per annum; and he shall 
account for all sums of money received by him in said 
capacity. 

Sect. 6. The salary of the Civil Engineer shall be at 
the rate of seven hundred dollars per annum, which shall 
be in full for his services and those of an assistant. 

Sect. 7. The salary of the City Physician and Super - 
intendent of Burials shall be at the rate of six hundred dol- 
lars per annum ; and he shall furnish all medicines used 
by him in performing the duties of said office. 

Sect. 8. The salary of the Librarian of the City Library 
shall be at the rate of eight hundred dollars per annum, 
which shall be in full for his services and those of an as- 
sistant. 

Sect. 9. The salary of the Clerk of the Common Council 
shall be at the rate of four hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 10. The salary of the Messenger of the City 
Council shall be at the rate of nine hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Sect. 11. The salary of the Measurer of Wood and Bark 
shall be at the rate of six hundred dollars per annum ; 
and he shall account for all fees received by him in his 
official capacity, and shall pay the same into the Treasury 
monthly. 


Sect. 12. The salary of the Pound Keeper, shall beat 
the rate of twenty-live dollars per annum ; and he shall 
account for all sums of money received by him in said 
capacity. 


POLICE. 

Sect. 13. The salary of the GHy Marshal shall be at 
the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; and he is 
to furnish a horse and carriage lor the use of the Marshal 
and his Deputy. 

Sect, 14. The compensation of the Deputy Marshal 
and Captain of the Night Watch shall be at the rate of 
two dollars and seventy-five cents per day each, payable 
monthly. 

The compensation of the regular Day Police shall be at 
the rate of two dollars and twenty -five Cents per day, pay- 
able monthly. 

The compensation of the Night Police and all other Po- 
lice Officers shall be at the rate of two dollars and twenty- 
five cents per day, payable monthly. 

Sect. 15. Police Officers acting hs Tythingmen shall 
receive no extra compensation therefoT. All fees received 
by the officers mentioned in the two preceding sections 
for attendance as witnesses, or for any other service, in an 
official capacity, shall be paid by the officer receiving the 
same to the City Treasurer. Provided \ however , that said 
Officers need not account for any fees for travel and 
attendance before the Supreme Judicial or the Superior 
Court as witnesses.

Sect. 16. The Standing Justice of the Police Court of 
Loicell shall be paid at the rate of one hundred dollars per 
annum for receiving complaints, issuing warrants, and 
trying cases under the forty-second Chapter of the General 
Statutes. 

SUPERINTENDENTS AND INSPECTORS. 

Sect. 17. The salary of the Superintendent of Streets 
shall be at the rate of twelve hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. IS. The salary of the Superintendent of Public 
Schools shall be at the rate of seventeen hundred dollars 
per annum. 

Sect. 19. The salary of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings shall be at the rate of nine hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Sect. 20. The salary of the Superintendent of City 
Scales shall be sixty per centum of the fees received by 
him per annum ; and he shall settle with the Treasurer 
monthly. The Mayor and Aldermen shall fix the salary 
of said Superintendent when he and the Measurer of 
Wood and Bark are one and the same person, at the rate 
of two hundred dollars per annum, in which case he 
shall account for all fees received by him in an official ca- 
pacity, and shall pay the same into the Treasury monthly. 

Sect. 21. The salary of the Inspector of Milk shall be 
at the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum. 

ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 

Sect. 22. The salary of the Board of Assessors, includ- 
ing all clerk hire, shall be twenty-five hundred dollars per 
annum ; and they shall distribute the tax bills. 
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FIRE) DEPARTMENT. 

The salaries of the several members of the Fire De- 
partment for the year beginning January first, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-six, shall be as herein men- 
tioned, to be paid semi-annually. 

Sect. 23. The salary of the Chief Engineer shall be at 
the rate of five hundred dollars per annum. 

That of the Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate of 
one hundred dollars per annum. 

The Secretary of the Board of Engineers , who shall be a 
member of the Board, shall receive twentv-five dollars 
additional, which shall be in full payment for all the ser- 
vices which may be required of him by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, the Chief Engineer, and the Board of Engi- 
neers. 

The Foremen and Clerks of the respective Hand Engines, 
Hand Hose and Hook and Ladder Companies, and Steam 
Fire Engine Companies, shall be at the rate of seventy dol- 
lars each per annum. 

The Stewards of Hand Engine Companies shall be at 
the rate of one hundred dollars each per annum. 

The Stewards of the Hook and Ladder Companies shall 
be at the rate of ninety dollars each per annum. 

And the Stewards of Hydrant Companies shall be at the 
rate of one hundred and ten dollars per annum. 

Said Stewards shall be members of the Companies for 
which they act, and said sums shall be in full payment for 
all their services as Stewards and members of Companies.

Drivers of Steamers, who shall perform all the duties of 
Stewards shall be paid a sum not exceeding fifty dollars 
per month, payable monthly. 

Hosmen of Steam Fire Engines, Hand Engines, and 
Hydrant Companies, shall be at the rate of seventy dollars 
per annum. All other members of Companies shall be at 
the rate of sixty-five dollars per annum. 

Engineers of Steam Fire Engines shall be at the rate of 
three hundred dollars per annum. 

Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate of one hundred 
dollars per annum. 

Firemen of Steam Fire Engines , who do not perform the 
duties of Stewards, shall be at the rate of seventy- five dol- 
lars per annum ; and Stewards, who do not act as Firemen , 
shall be at the rate of one hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 24, Whenever any person in the employment of 
the City shall demand payment for his salary, or any part 
thereof, it shall be the duty of the Auditor and City Treas- 
urer to deduct therefrom any and all sums of money due 
from such officer to the City.

More than one hundred copies of various books have 
been purchased to duplicate those which have been worn 
out. The above fact will explain the seeming dispropor- 
tion between the sum expended for books and the actual 
number added to the Library. 

Among the books, pamphlets and maps collected, many 
are of great interest and value, illustrating, as many of 
them do, our national and local history. And here we 
would remind the friends of the Library that it would add 
much to its value to increase this class of publications, 
especially with any work which has a bearing upon our 
local history. 

It will be seen by a statement before made, that the 
average daily number of books delivered by the Librarian 
is one hundred and seventy-seven. This gives about one 
minute and three-quarters for the delivery of each book. 
In this short space of time is included the receiving the 
book and marking the same on the Register as having- 
been returned, looking for the next book wanted, as indi- 
cated on the subscriber’s card, (often crossing the library- 
room several times before finding the desired number on 


the shelf,) making an entry upon the Register for a book 
delivered, besides time spent in giving information to 
those who wish to be enlightened in regard to some par- 
ticular point connected with the Library. 

It will also be observed that the number of subscribers 
has increased two hundred and seventy-seven. This is an 
encouraging fact. No special effort has been made for 
this purpose. It is pleasant to believe that while there 
has been a great influx of strangers to our city recently, 
seeking employment, there are some among the number 
who think more of cultivating their intellects than their 
passions; of increasing their stock of knowledge, rather 
than their stock of ignorance ; of spending their leisure 
time in getting good, rather than committing evil. And 
in this connection the Directors would respectfully ask 
your honorable bod}', or those who are soon to be your 
successors in .the management of the affairs of the city', if 
the time has not arrived when the free use of the Library 
shall be offered to our citizens of every class. The people 
are sorely taxed to punish crime. Why not levy a mere 
mite to assist in preventing crime 1 Let the Library be 
free to all, and then, perhaps, there will be one young man 
less in the place where intoxicating drinks are found, one 
less walking up and down our public streets each evening- 
in the week without any reason other than he does not 
know what to do with himself, one more perhaps kept at 
home after the labors of the day, and out of the influence 
of bad company and temptation to do wrong. Make the 
Library free to all, and then, perhaps, there will be one 
young woman less to fall from the path of purity and 
goodness down to that depth of degradation and misery 
to which only a woman can fall. We are well aware that 
giving the free use of the Library to all will not prevent 
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all wrong doing. No one good thing can ever do this. 
But this it may do — it may keep some in the right way. 

There is one other matter pertaining to the Library 
which would add greatly to its power as a means of good, 
and that is, a better location. Of course, the Directors 
cannot well see how this can be had, without involving the 
erection of a building for this purpose. In considei’ation 
of the present necessary heavy indebtedness of our city, 
this would hardly be advisable. But could not private 
liberality do something for this object 'l It is our honest 
conviction that some of our more wealthy fellow-citizens 
could not do a better thing than to unite together and 
donate to the public a sufficient sum to purchase a site 
and erect thereon a suitable building for a free library. 
Would it not be a glorious act ? In Anew of the great 
amount of good which would be accomplished in the 
present time, and for years to come, it is hoped our men 
of means will take this matter into consideration. 

The Directors deemed it necessary to cause to be pre- 
pared and printed a Supplementary Catalogue, containing 
all the books added to the Library since the publication 
of the General Catalogue in 1861. Of the one hundred 
fifty-four dollars and seventy-seven cents reported as hav- 
ing been paid for printing, one hundred twenty-one dol- 
lars and fifty cents was expended for this purpose. The 
style of printing and arrangement of books are the same 
as in the General Catalogue. 

The Directors cannot forbear to mention the fact that 
in the decease of Dr. Elisha Hcxtixgtox the Library has 
suffered no inconsiderable loss. During the twenty-four 
years it has been in existence, his name stands recorded 
in the list of Directors twelve times. When the Library 
was first established, he was found among^ its warmest 
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friends. He took great interest in its success. Now that 
the last page in tile volume of his earthly life has been 
finished, it seems to be appropriate to make respectful 
mention of the zeal he ever manifested in the success of 
this instrument of good.

To the City Council: 


Gentlemen : — In accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 11 of the Ordinances, I submit the report of the busi- 
ness of my office dining the past year. 

On the first day of March, 1865, the following actions, 
in which the City was interested or a party, were pending 
in the Courts:

5. City of Lowell vs. Benjamin F. Simpson. 

6. City of Lowell vs. Otis Allen. 

7. Brent Johnson and AVife vs. City of Lowell. 

1. The action, Harriet A. Hopkins vs. City of loir ell. was 
tried at the April term of the Supreme Judicial Court, 
1S65, and a verdict was rendered for the plaintiff for 
$801.60, with costs taxed at $57.27. It was an action 
brought to recover damages for an injury occasioned by 
falling upon some ice on a sidewalk in Bridge Street. 
The fact of the injury, the existence of the ice, and the 
liability of the City to keep the street and sidewalk in 
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repair, were proved, leaving for the City but one ground of 
defense, to wit : that towns and cities are not liable for 
injuries occasioned by the existence of ice on the streets 
and sidewalks. Upon this point the Court ruled “ that if 
“ the way was constructed in a proper manner, sufficiently 
“ level and smooth, so as to be safe and convenient for or- 
“ dinary travel, and without obstruction, and was not so 
“ constructed as to furnish any unusual or unreasonable 
“ facilities for the formation of ice in the way, and there 
“ was no accummulation of snow not removed or trodden 
u down, constituting an obstruction, an icy or slippery place 
“ casually formed, such as is described in the plaintiff’s evi- 
“ deuce, is not a defect in the way for which the city is 
“ necessarily responsible, although it may produce a lia- 
“ bility to fall.” 

So far as known to me, this was the first time that a 
ruling so favorable to towns and cities had been made. 

In addition to the respect due to the opinion of the emi- 
nent Judge who presided at this trial, there are other reasons 
for believing that the whole court will sustain this ruling ; 
and if so, it affords a ground of hope that suits for falling 
on the ice will be brought less frequently than heretofore. 

The accident to Miss Hopkins occurred at the intersec- 
tion of French and Bridge Streets. The walk at this 
place was constructed properly, and was smooth and level. 
But a large quantity of snow was piled up on the north 
side of the crossing, in close proximity to the place of the 
accident, and this circumstance might afford ground for the 
verdict. The law having been ruled in favor of the City, 
there remained no ground of exception, and the judgment 
was subsequently satisfied. 

Edward Bricrton vs. The City of Lowell. This action 
was brought to recover damages resulting from a fall on 
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Lowell Street. There seemed to be no doubt of the lia- 
bility of the City. The plaintiff was severely injured, and 
in accordance with a resolution of the City Council, the 
action was settled, and a reasonable amount of damages 
paid, to wit : $1,000, without costs. 

3. Moshier Burnham vs. Daniel Crowley and John N. 
Pierce , Jr. This action was disposed of at the September 
term of the Superior Court by a non-suit. 

4. City of Loivell vs. Middlesex County Commissioners. 
This action grew out of the controversy relating to taxing 
corporations, and was disposed of in the adjustment of 
that question. Neither party was entered at the last 
October term of the Supreme Judicial Court. No costs 
were taxed against the city. 

5. City of Loivell vs. Benjamin F. Simpson. This action 
was brought by my predecessor in office, to recover the 
amount of damages which had been obtained of the City 
for an injury occasioned by a traveller running against 
some timber of the defendant, lying on Bridge Street, 
during the construction of his building at the corner of 
Bridge and Merrimack Streets. Defendant at the time 
held a license from the Mayor in the form then and pre- 
viously used, Avhich granted the use of a certain portion 
of the street to the defendant, and contained a stipulation 
of indemnity on his part for any damages that might 
accrue to the City from his use of the street. The action 
was founded on this stipulation, and the facts in the case 
being admitted, the Court gave judgment for the defend- 
ant, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had not 
authorized the Mayor to give the license under which the 
defendant acted. 

The ordinance provides that the license in such cases 
should be the act of the Mayor and Aldermen, and tlie*re- 
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suit of the suit was not unexpected. It is understood that 
the former practice of granting licenses by the Mayor 
alone has been abandoned. 

6. City of Lowell vs. Otis Allen. This action is brought 
to recover damages for the failure of the defendant to per- 
form a contract made by him to furnish lumber for the 
construction of Central Bridge, and being founded on a 
contract and a specification of items, was referred by or- 
der of the Court to Hon. George M. Brooks as auditor. A 
hearing of the case has been had before him, and the case 
will probably be tried at the April term of the Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

7. Brent Johnson and Wife vs. City of lotvell. This is 
an action for damages occasioned by an alleged defect in 
Broadway. It was upon the trial list at the October term, 
1865, but was continued on motion of the plaintiffs, on 
the account of the absence of material witnesses. It will 
probably be tried at the April term. 

8. Peter Clarkin and Wife vs. Lorenzo Phelps and Hiram 
K. Barnard. This action was commenced at the date of 
my last report, but no official notice thereof had reached 
me. The cause of action is an alleged injury inflicted on 
the wife by the defendants in making an arrest for an as- 
sault and battery committed by the female plaintiff. A 
trial was had at the last September term of the Superior 
Court, but the jury did not agree upon a verdict. 

It appears from the foregoing statement that five of the 
seven actions pending at the time of the last report have 
been disposed of. Two, with the case of Clarkin and wife, 
remain for trial. 
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During the present year the following actions have been 
commenced : 

1. Sarah Brown vs. City of Lowell. Plaintiff' claims 
damages alleged to have been sustained by her while trav- 
elling in Moody Street. Writ dated May 27, 1865 ; ad 
damnum , $2.000 ; entered at the Superior Court, Septem- 
ber term, 1865, and removed to the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 

2. Robert Wood and Wife vs. City of Loviell. This ac- 
tion is brought for injuries alleged to have been sustained 
by the female plaintiff while travelling on Gorham Street 
with a horse and carriage ; accident happened near Hale’s 
Mills. Writ dated August 2, 1865 ; ad damnum , $3,000 ; 
entered at the September term of the Superior Court, and 
removed to the Supreme Judicial Court. 

3. John Devine and Wife vs. City of Loivell. In this 
action damages are demanded for an injury occurring to 
the plaintiff while travelling on Market Street. Writ 
dated June 1, 1865 ; ad damnum, $2,000; returnable to 
the Superior Court, September term, 1865, and removed 
to the Supreme Judicial Court. 

4. Sarah T. Tilton vs. City of Loivell. This action 
alleges that the plaintiff sustained an injury on the east 
side of Prescott Street, from a defect in the . sidewalk. 
Writ dated December 20, 1865 ; ad damnum, $5,000; re- 
turnable to the coming March term of the Superior Court. 

5. Moses W. Kidder vs. City of Lowell. This action is 
returnable before the Justice of the Police Court of Lowell, 
on the first Monday of March, 1866, in which the plaintiff 
demands eight dollars for medical services rendered at the 
Alms-house. 
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The above five . cases are all that have been commenced 
against the City the present year. But an action has been 
brought by the Commonwealth against the Lowell Gas 
Light Company, in which the City was directly interested, 
and the history of which it may be proper to state. It 
has been the custom of the Assessors to tax the above 
corporation for all its property in this city, and the tax 
has been paid up to 1S64 without question. In that 
year the Commonwealth, as well as the City, valued the 
property of the corporation at $240,000, which property 
was classified as follows : Beal estate, $84,232 ; machinery 
for making gas, $42,122 ; machinery for distributing gas, 
$113,646. The entire property was assessed in Lowell 
and the tax collected. The Commonwealth assessed a tax 
of $1,326.87 upon the machinery for distributing gas, and 
the City refusing to refund the tax upon that portion of 
the machinery, the Commonwealth brought an action 
against the Gas Company for the same, and the case was 
argued at the last law term of the Supreme Court. The 
decision Avas in favor of the Company. The Common- 
wealth made a like claim against the Gas Company for 
the tax upon the machinery for 1865, which has made an 
appeal to the County Commissioners, necessary to decide 
upon that claim. In this proceeding the City is a party. 
A hearing thereon will take place the present month. It 
Avill, howeA r er, be only a matter of form. The decision of 
the Supreme Court settles the question, and an appeal by 
a company in the city of Cambridge has already been 
heard by the Commissioners, and the decision ‘therein was 
in favor of the power of the city to leA T y the tax upon the 
Avhole property of the Gas Company.

DAY POLICE.

OFFICE SUPERINTENDENT OF ALMS-HOUSE, ) 

January 2, 1866. 5 

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen : — Another year with its joys and sorrows, 
its troubles and cares, has passed away, and it has be- 
come my duty to present for your consideration my fourth 
Annual Report of the Institutions under my charge as 
Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 1865, 
comprising the Alms-House and City Farm connected 
therewith, and also the House of Employment and Re- 
formation for Juvenile Offenders located thereon. 

In doing this, it may not be inappropriate for me to 
allude to the great change which has taken place in the 
affairs of our common country since my last Report, af- 
fecting as it does the industrial pursuits of all classes of 
our citizens, and especially those who from any cause are 
unfortunate enough to be dependent upon public charity 
for aid or support. 

At that time many of our patriotic citizens were in the 
army, engaged in putting down the cruel and wicked Re- 
bellion, then threatening the life of our beloved country, 
and the destruction of our cherished civil institutions. 
Since then that Rebellion has been crushed by the strong 
arm of our National Government and the patriotism of 
our citizens. Many of the gallant men then in the army 
have since returned, and engaged with alacrity in them 
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usual occupations. Others have sealed their devotion to 
their country with their lives, and will never more re- 
turn. 

While we acknowledge the gratitude we owe to all who 
have thus periled their lives for their country, we should 
not be unmindful of the families of the gallant dead, espe- 
cially of those among us who are left without the ade- 
quate means of support, hut endeavor as far as possible 
to mitigate their loss, by yielding them cheerfully such aid 
as their circumstances may require. They should in no 
case he neglected. 

BARM. 

No alteration has been made in the boundaries of the 
farm during the year. About four acres were seeded down 
to grass, and about six acres have been taken up for culti- 
vation, making about the same amount for crops the next 
year as the present, say about thirty acres. 

The fall has been favorable to prepare for another crop. 
We have a large amount of good dressing already pre- 
pared, and our prospects for another year are quite flat- 
tering. 

The same difficulty which I mentioned in my last re- 
port, the want of sufficient help, has prevented me from 
making such repairs to the fences as good economy would 
seem to require. They have, however, been kept in de- 
cent condition, and I am in hopes soon to be able to make 
improvements in this direction. 

BUILDINGS. 

The thorough manner in which all the buildings were 
rebuilt and repaired after the disastrous fire in 1862, has 
precluded the necessity of making any except the ordinary 
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small repairs incident to an establishment of this kind. 
They are now all conveniently arranged, and with their 
fixtures and appurtenances in good condition. 

CHOPS. 

With several acres less in grass, the crop of hay has 
exceeded that of last year by a number of tons. We were 
enabled to secure it all in good condition. Our early pota- 
toes and vegetables intended for market did finely. No 
winter rye, wheat or barley was sown. Corn, oats, late pota- 
toes, beans, onions, and roots of all kinds, with the excep- 
tion of beets and carrots, have done well, producing more 
than an average with former years. Strawberries yielded 
an abundant crop, but I fear the severe drougth in late 
autumn has injured ’our prospect for another season. 
Cranberries have also yielded a larger crop than usual. 
Considering the great failure of fruit in this section, our 
apples and pears may be said to have done well, although 
the yield was not large. 

HELP. 

Two men have been employed through the year. These 
with a few days’ work in haying and harvesting, with the 
small amount of labor performed by the inmates, and the 
assistance of the boys from the school, have constituted the 
force for carrying on the farm. When necessity required, 
the boys as usual have rendered valuable assistance. 

P ARMING TOOLS. 

These are all in good condition. I am not aware that 
much expense will be required for the next season for the 
purchase of new tools, or the repair of thoSe on hand, 
except to keep good the usual wear of such implements.

There has been no change in the stock, except the sel- 
ling of one pair of oxen, and the replacing them by 
the purchase of another pair. It consists at present of 
two work horses and one carriage horse, one pair of oxen, 
six cows, and sixteen swine. 

PAUPEBS. 

The whole number of inmates in the Alms-House, sup- 
ported wholly or in part by the city f at the commence- 
ment of the present year, was thirty-nine. Since that 
time, sixty-nine have been admitted, forty-six discharged, 
and eight have died ; making the number now in the in- 
stitution fifty-four. 

Of those who have died, six were persons who had re- 
cently been received in the last stages of disease, and 
two had been inmates for some time in feeble health. 

With the exception of those suffering from chronic dis* 
eases, all have enjoyed a remarkable degree of good health, 
scarcely a single case of sickness having occurred among 
them during the year. 

I desire to say that Dr. N. Allen, City Physician, has 
been prompt in attending to all those needing his profes- 
sional attention, and administering to their relief and com- 
fort.

By the above statement it will be seen that the whole 
expense of supporting the Alms-House proper for the year 
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was $3,397.12. The average number of inmates for the 
whole time was 49 3-4, making the expense for each indi- 
vidual thus supported, $68.28 19-45 for the year, or 
$1.30 1-2 per week. This, however, does not include in- 
terest on the establishment. Nor are any of the products 
of the farm taken into the account previous to harvesting, 
although milk, butter, eggs, fruit and vegetables of all 
kinds are freely used, which in the aggregate would form 
a large item. These productions are used through the 
season as wanted, and the balance sold or laid by for fu- 
ture use. 

The principal cause of the increase of inmates over last 
year, being some fourteen on an average, is owing mainly 
to the passage of a law by the Legislature of 18G5, mak- 
ing it obligatory for cities and towns in this Common- 
wealth to support the families of such soldiers as shall 
have served one year in the army as a part of the quota 
of said city or town, they having resided therein for the 
space of six months immediately preceding said enlist- 
ment. A large proportion of our accessions have been 
from this class, and from present indications, I think the 
number is likely to be further increased in future. 


EEFOKM SCHOOL. 

This institution is still in a flourishing condition, under 
the care of the same tried and faithful teacher, Mr. Wil- 
liam A. Lang, who also discharges the duties of chaplain. 
Mr. Lang seems pre-eminently qualified for the responsi- 
ble and arduous situation. Deepty interested in the wel- 
fare of children, conscientious, sympathetic and firm in 
the discharge of his duties, his influence on the moral sen- 
sibilities of those who remain for any considerable time 
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under his charge must, I think, produce a salutary and 
abiding influence for good. 

Believing that correct moral culture is the foundation 
of all valuable reformation in youth, and that no attain- 
ments, however brilliant, can be permanently useful unless 
founded upon the principles of truth and honesty, no 
pains is spared in this School to improve and strengthen 
the moral as well as the intellectual condition of all the 
pupils, while their physical culture is by no means neg- 
lected. 

When we consider the nature of the crimes for which 
these children were sentenced, the influence which has 
formerly surrounded most of them, both physical and so- 
cial, the natural tendency of which has been to stifle the 
nobler aspirations of the tender minds, and prepare them 
for a life of habitual misery and crime, and contrast this 
with their present condition, cut off in a great measure 
from evil associations, and surrounded instead by the 
means of moral and intellectual culture, we naturally ex- 
pect a change wrought in their habits and morals in 
some measure commensurate to the expense incurred in 
their education. Nor are we disappointed in this respect ; 
very few ever leaving the institution without being bene- 
fited in some degree, and many I trust with permanent 
and lasting improvement. 

The arrangement alluded to in my last report between 
the Overseers of the Poor and the city of Chelsea still 
continues, and I am not aware of any unfavorable results 
from the arrangement. 

The following tables will show the name, age, offence, 
place of birth, when committed, by what authority, when 
discharged or pardoned, and general remarks upon each 
of the pupils, both from Lowell and Chelsea, for the year. 


LIST OF LOWELL BOYS. 
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LIST OF CHELSEA' BOYS IN LOWELL REFORM SCHOOL IN 1865. 
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At the commencement of the year, the number in this 
department was thirty-seven from Lowell and five from 
Chelsea, forty-two in all. There have been received during 
the year forty-six from Lowell and twenty-three from 
Chelsea, in all sixty-nine. There were discharged and 
left during the same time fifty-one from Lowell and eight 
from Chelsea, making fifty-nine. The number remaining 
January 1st, 1866, was thirty-two from Lowell and twenty 
from Chelsea, making a total of fifty-two: 

Of the whole number committed during the year from 
both cities, forty-six were sentenced for truancy, fourteen 
for larceny, seven for stubbornness and disobedience to 
parents, and one each for defacing building and vagrancy. 

Of those who have left, forty were discharged by expi- 
ration of sentence, fifteen were pardoned, and four ab- 
sconded. ' The health of the pupils has been good, not a 
single case of severe sickness having occurred among them 
during the year. 

Cleanliness, prompt obedience, truthfulness and respect- 
ful deportment are strictly enjoined. In the school-room, 
close application to study and correct recitations are re- 
quired. Singing and gymnastic exercises are practised 
with good results, affording pleasing, innocent and health- 
ful amusements. 

Religious services are held every Sabbath in the school- 
room by the Chaplain, and all are required to attend. 
Most of the boys are making good improvement in their 
studies, while some are advancing rapidly. Their general 
deportment is highly commendable. 

The same text-books have been used as last year, viz : 
First, Second and Third Reading Books, Bumsted’s series ; 
Third Reading Book, Sargent’s standard series ; Colburn’s 
First Lessons in Arithmetic; Greenleaf’s Common School 
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Arithmetic, Colton & Fitch’s Introductory Geography, and 
Colton & Fitch’s Modern Introductory Geography, latest 
edition. 

The whole number of punishments inflicted upon the 
pupils during the year was one hundred, and for the fol- 
lowing offences : 


40 for imperfect lessons, loss of one meal each. 

38 for playing in work-shop, loss of one meal each. 

4 for stubbornness, put in cell 36 hours each. 

6 for using profane language, in cell 48 hours each. # 
9 for attempting to abscond, in cell 3 days each. 

3 for playing in sleeping room, in cell 2 days each. 


EXPEKDITUEES. 

No specific appropriation is made for this department, 
but the expense is drawn from the amount appropriated 
for the support of Paupers. The purchases are all made 
and their food prepared in common, although in all other 
respects, they are entirely separate. 

From the best estimate I am enabled to make, the whole ex- 
pense for maintaining the same, including salaries of 
Teacher and Chaplain, board and clothing for the pupils, 
bedding, fuel and lights, books and stationery, and every 
other item for the same, except interest on the cost of 


the establishment, for the year, was.. . : $3,097.12

The average number supported for the y^ear was 51 1-4, 
and the expense of each for the year $54.57 or $1.07 
per week for each pupil. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In concluding my official labors for the year and rend- 
ering an account of my stewardship, it affords me much 
pleasure to be able to say that the same kindness and 
tender care which have ever been manifested by those 
whose duty it has been to provide for the wants of 
the poor and the welfare of tjie youth under my 
care, have been continued by those entrusted with that 
duty the past year ; and I desire to express my sincere 
thanks to the Mayor, Overseers of the Poor, and the sev- 
eral Sub-Committees, for the prompt and liberal manner 
in which they have ever responded to the calls made upon 
them, for whatever was necessary for the comfort or relief 
of the unfortunate under my charge.

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REPORT. 


OFFICE OF CITY PHYSICIAN AND 

SUPERINTENDENT OF BURIALS, 
January 23, 18GG. 


To the City Council: 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with Chap. 11th, Sect. 7th, 
of the City Ordinances, I herewith submit a Report of 
the “ Bill of Mortality” in Lowell for 1865. 

The whole number of deaths during the year was 
575: — 270 males and 305 females. This disproportion is 
not so large as was found between the sexes, according to 
the last census. The year 1865 was remarkably healthy, 
as its report of mortality shows 57 deaths less than in 
1864 ; 119 less than in 1863, and 124 less than the average 
number for the last 20 years. There has been only one 
year (1850) during this period when the number of deaths 
was so small. The population of Lowell the first six 
months of 1865, was about the same as in 1861-62-63 
and 64 ; — in May, 1860, the population was 37,900, 
but as all the cotton mills stopped soon after, in conse- 
quence of the war, the population immediately fell off be- 
tween six and seven thousand. May 1st, 1865, according 
to the State census, the population was 30,757 ; soon after 
this, as all the mills started into operation, the population 
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rapidly increased, so that, during the last six months of 
1865, it must have returned to the full number of 1860 — 
that is 37,000. This change in the population makes a 
difference in the mortality. From January 1st to July 
1st, 1865, there were 252 deaths, and from July 1st to 
December 31st, 1865, there were 323 deaths — making 7.1 
more the last half of the } r ear. 

The deaths for each month in the year were as follows : 
January, 45 ; February, 49 ; March, 39 ; April, 42 ; May, 
37 ; June, 40 ; July, 59; August, 69 ; September, 43 ; Oc- 
tober, 55 ; November, 44, and December, 53. As there 
was no special disease or increased sickness the last half 
over the first half of the year, the greater mortality must 
have arisen from the increased population. 

The year 1865 was marked with unusual exemption 
from any epidemic or contagious diseases. There was not 
a single death from measles, and the number of deaths from 
scarlet fever was much less than in most former years. 
There were only three deaths reported from small pox. 
In the Spring, there was considerable excitement in the 
city respecting a case of sickness and death supposed to 
be of this character, and which seemed to be impregnated 
with remarkable infectious power, as a large number of 
individuals exposed, were soon after affected with symp- 
toms resembling varioloid. 

By order of the Board of Health, a thorough course of 
vaccination was resorted to, throughout the city, by the 
appointment of a physician in each ward. This plan has 
been pursued here as often as once in six years from the 
origin of the city. The manufacturing companies intend to 
have all their operatives thoroughly vaccinated, and pro- 
vide means for doing it, and the School Committee and 
teachers purpose that all pupils entering the public schools 
shall be vaccinated. This thorough practice of vaccination 
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prevents the spread of small pox, and even varioloid to 
any great extent, should cases of this disease occasionally 
be found here. 

During the year, there were eight deaths at the Alms- 
house, which is a greater number than usual. Nearly all 
these died with organic diseases of long standing, and only 
four of these had been inmates there any length of time. 
Charles Sherman died with dropsy, aged 62 ; Cornelius 
Murphy with delirium tremens, aged 62 ; Sarah Puffer 
with consumption, at 54 ; and John Roddy with maras- 
mus, at 15. The other four were carried to the Alms- 
house in the last stages of disease, and lived but a short 
time after removal there. Among the more permanent 
inmates of the Alms-house, including the forty or more 
members of the Reform School, there has been compara- 
tively but little sickness. 

The bill of mortality has been increased the past year 
by the deaths of some fifteen soldiers, mostly from chronic 
diarrhoea or consumption. As these diseases were first 
contracted from exposure in the army, these fifteen per- 
sons might otherwise have been living, reducing the whole 
number of deaths from 575 to 560. Hereafter the num- 
ber of deaths that can be traced to any such source must 
be small. 

The list of deaths from casualties (18), though larger 
than last year, presents for a series of years only about 
the average number. 


Consumption , as usual, constitutes the leading cause of 
death, numbering 128 victims, almost one-fourth of all the 
deaths for the year. This is about the same proportion 
as has existed here for ten or fifteen years. Though our 
city is not particularly exposed to the easterly Avinds or 
the damp, chilling atmospheres of the ocean, like many 
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places in this part of the State, which are thought to in- 
duce pulmonary diseases, still there are causes that may 
account satisfactorily for the great prevalence of consump- 
tion here. Lowell in its population has a much larger pro- 
portion than most places of persons between the ages of 
fifteen and thirty-five, — which is a period of life when 
consumptions are far more common than at any other pe- 
riod. It has been thought, too, that many young persons 
come here to get light employment in*the mills or shops, 
who have weak lungs naturally, and cannot bear the 
hardships or exposures of out-side work, or of more ex- 
haustive labor. The fact should be stated that consump- 
tion is equally, if not more, prevalent among the foreign 
portion of our population as with that which is strictly 
American. But in Ireland the disease is not near as com- 
mon as in America. The Irish as a people in their own 
country have never been subject to consumption, nothing to 
the extent of the English, or the Scotch, or the Americans. 
But the change they make in leaving domestic service, 
and out-of-door employments, — going into the mill, where 
the work and air are so different, — living in crowded, badly- 
ventilated tenements, and following irregular, if not dissi- 
pated habits, without much regard to the laws of life when 
well, or care and good nursing when sick, constitute causes 
sufficient to account for the great increase of consumption 
among them. 

Cholera Infantum comes next in order as a prominent 
cause of death. There were fifty cases — a larger number 
than has been reported for many years,- — occurring almost 
wholly in July, August and September. No reason can 
be given for this increase of mortality, except that the 
disease was more prevalent and fatal last year in other 
cities as well as in Lowell. The cause might be found 
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in the excessive heat and protracted dry weather during 
the months here mentioned, producing what is sometimes 
called a cholera atmosphere. 

Twenty-eight deaths were reported under the head In- 
fantile , — a much smaller number than the average for ten 
years past. This is not so much a disease, as a defective 
or feeble organization at birth, so that the infant dies for 
the want of vital force, or sometimes apparently for the 
want of nutrition. 

Under the head of Scarlet Fever , twenty-six deaths were 
reported, and seventeen under Typhoid Fever. Both these 
fevers prevailed in a mild form, and the deaths were scat- 
tered through almost every month in the year. Many 
years ago these fevers were much more violent and fatal 
here than of late years, and even now they are more se- 
vere and dangerous in country towns than in cities. 

Inflammation of the Lungs numbered only 24 deaths — a 
much less number than usual ; forty being the average 
for ten years. 

Twenty-two deaths are reported under Old Age ; but 
the list thus reported is no sure index of the number of 
deaths among the aged. Frequently persons are reported 
as dying from old age under sixty years of age, and again 
cases are returned of persons upwards of eighty and even 
ninety years of age as dying from other causes than old 
age. For illustration, one person, 92 years of age, was 
reported as dying from diarrhoea. In the mortality list 
for 1865, is found a large number of aged persons. There 
were 43 deaths of persons over 70 years of age; 25 be- 
tween 70 and 80 ; 14 between 80 and 90; and 4 over 90, 
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viz : Harriet Messer, 92, on High Street ; John Wagner, 
92, on George Street ; Nancy Reiley, 96, on North Street, 
and Catherine Tearny, over 100, on River Street. Of 
these 43 deceased over 70, 23 were born in America, 1 in 
Canada, 2 in England, 1 in Scotland, and 15 in Ireland. 

Disease of the brain (14), dropsy of the brain (19), 
and congestion of the brain (8), make in all 41 deaths 
from diseases of the brain. This is a large number, made 
up mostly of children. As education improves, and the 
refinements of civilization increase, it is generally under- 
stood that all diseases of the brain will from year to year 
increase, comprising not only infants, but adults. The 
causes operating to produce such a change are not easily 
prevented or controled. 

Some of the remaining causes of deaths were : disease 
of heart, 15 ; marasmus, 14 ; dropsy, 13 ; dysentery, 13 ; 
chronic diarrhoea, 12 ; croup, 12 ; and diptheria, 7. Here 
is quite a change. In 1861 appeared for the first time in 
our mortuary record the term diptheria, with 1 death. In 
1862, there were 15 ; in 1863, 39; and in 1864, 34. This 
disease has never prevailed in cities as in rural districts, 
and whether it is to increase here or disappear entirely, 
time only can tell. 

The deaths from dysentery (13) are much smaller than 
most years; whereas those from marasmus (14) are con- 
siderably larger than the average from tills disease in 
former years. 

The occupations of persons deceased during the year 
are so imperfectly reported that no reliable statistics can 
be based upon them. 
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The interments in 18G5 were as follows: G9 were car- 
ried out of the city for interment, 78 were buried in the 
Cemetery, 277 in the Catholic grounds, and the remainder 
in the other burial grounds of the city. 

The usual tables will be found appended to this report, 
and constitute valuable statistics for future reference.

Gentlemen : — In compliance with my duty as Superin- 
tendent of Streets, I herewith submit my Fourth Annual 
Report, of the condition of the streets of the City, and 
of what has been rlone during the year ending December 
31st, 1865.

Owing to the small amount of rain which fell during 
the spring, the amount of repairs was considerably les- 
sened; I was therefore enabled to devote most of the 
time in making permanent repairs. A bank wall has been 
laid on the west side of School Street, at the corner of 
Broadway, the street has been widened and graded, and 
a culvert laid. The block paving on Middlesex Street, 
between Thorndike and Grand Streets, having become 
very badly worn, I caused it to be taken up and relaid. 
About one-third of a mile of Chelmsford Street, and about 
800 feet of Gorham Street have been heavily graveled 
during the year ; I began the latter at No. 2 Burial 
Ground, and it is my purpose to continue the work to the 
City line, a distance of about 3,000 feet.

thereon. Besides this amount there have been about 200 
loads of the stone chips distributed in small quantities upon 
the various streets, which has required the crusher to be kept- 
in operation about 10S days.

In the early part of the year, the Committee on Streets 
made a contract with the Proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals for the stone that should be required by the crusher 
during the year, agreeing to pay them twelve and one-half 
cents per perch for all the stone so-used, and to be allowed 
thirty-seven and one-half cents per perch for all mortar 
stone picked out and saved. 
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I would recommend that the rubble paving on Market 
Street be taken up, and that the street be McAdamized, 
and that the stones taken up be used to pave gutters. 
There have been no new streets laid out during the past 
year. The grade of a part of Branch Street has been 
changed, and the grade of Moore Street has been estab- 
lished. 

During the year, I have caused the gutters of the fol- 
lowing streets to be paved, with the number of yards 
paved in each :

And I would recommend that the work be continued 
until the gutters of all the streets of the city have been 
paved, as it will make a great saving in the expense of 
keeping them in repair ; besides they can be kept much 
cleaner with a trifling expense. 

The expenditure for Sewers and Drains during the year 
has been small, only $190.34 hating been expended for 
that purpose, which has been for the usual repairs, and for 
putting in two cesspools on Walker Street, two on Garnet 
and one each on Kirk and Lawrence Streets. 

The amount expended for repairs of Sidewalks during 
the 3 'ear, has been $517.99. The grades of the sidewalks 
on Merrimack and Dutton Streets in front of the Merri- 
mack House, and on Stackpole and Alder Streets, have 


been changed and relaid. Sidewalks have been ordered 
during the year, one on the south side of Ford Street, which 
has been laid, and on both sides of Favor Street, which 
have not been laid, the latter having been ordered late in 
the season.

At the beginning of the year, there were two hundred 
and thirty-four gas lamps, and sixty oil and fluid lamps, 
making a total of two hundred and ninety-four. Ten new 
lamps have been added during the year, and located as 
follows: one gas lamp on Worthen Street in front of the 
Primary School House, two fluid lamps on Suffolk Street, 
one near Broadway and the other near the foot bridge, 
one on Dummer Street, two on Cushing Street, one at the 
corner 6f Carlton and East Pine Streets, one at the corner 
of Marshall and Mclntire Streets, and two on Lawrence 
Street. One gas lamp has been removed from the corner 
of Middlesex and Gorham Streets to the East side of 
Gorham Street. 

During last winter, I caused all the lamps and lanterns 
to be thoroughly cleaned, and the lamps to be painted ; 
they are all now in good condition. There have been four 
hundred and twenty panes of glass set in the various lan- 
terns. I have also purchased four stop-cocks to replace 
old ones, and fifty-four lava tips. In changing the fluid, 
it became necessary to change the burners, by putting on 
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a non-conducting jacket on the tubes. I accordingly had 
one hundred and thirty-three such fitted up. 

The gas lamps have been kept burning during the year, 
two hundred and sixty-one thousand four hundred and 
ninety-two hours, (261,492,) at a cost of three thousand 
seven hundred and twenty-eight dollars and sixty-one 
cents ($3,728.61). The Gas Company have charged one 
and three-eighths cents per hour for each burner; whereas 
in former years they charged but one cent per hour. I 
have bought four hundred and ninety-four gallons of fluid 
during the year ; the lamps have consumed four hundred 
and fifty-two gallons, leaving forty-two gallons on hand. 

The whole number of lamps now in use in the city is 
three hundred and four ; two hundred and thirty-five of 
which are gas lamps, and the remainder, sixty-nine, are 
fluid lamps. 

I employ one' man to clean and take care of the lamps 
and lanterns, and three boys to assist dining the nights of 
lighting up.

To the Honorable Mayor and Aldermen : 

Gentlemen*. — In conformity with Chapter 13th, Section 3rd, of the 
Ordinances of the City, I herewith submit a report of the condition of the 
Eire Department, containing a list of its members, with their names, ages, 
residences, and occupations. Also, the apparatus and property owned by 
the City, under their charge, and its condition ; the number of fires and 
alarms during the past year, and the number of reservoirs and hydrants 
from which water can be obtained in case of fire ; together with such other 
matters appertaining to the Department as may be of interest to your 
honorable Board and to our citizens generally. 

The houses used for the purposes of the Department are all in good - 
condition, with the exception of Xo. 1, which will need the roof made 
tight, and the plastering repaired, and some painting done. 

The Department has been called out by fires during the year ending 
March 31st, 1866, 39 times — by burning of chimnies 16 times, by false 
alarms 10 times, and by alarms originating out of the city two times. The 
amount of loss by fire, as nearly as can be ascertained, is §224,101 ; in- 
surance, §198,396. 

The changes in the Department have been large during the past year. 
The Department consists of 200 men, and about two-thirds have left during 
the year. This is owing to the small compensation which they received : 
and they being better compensated for their labor now, I thirfk there will 
be ho trouble in procuring good and efficient members. 

In presenting the Annual Beport of the state and condition of the De- 
partment, I am much pleased to be enabled to report the Department in a 
prosperous condition ; the general deportment of the members has been 
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most satisfactory, — always ready and prompt in action ; also, to say to 
your honorable body that the apparatus connected with the Department is 
in good condition, with the exception of jSo. 3 Steam Fire Engine, which 
is not reliable. I would respectfully call your attention to it, and recom- 
mend that it be disposed of, and a lighter one procured to take its place.

— Sunday, September 17th, 12 i A. M. Destructive fire at Went- 
worth’s building. The fire was discovered in the basement, at the foot of 
the stairs leading to the upper stories, and spread through the whole build- 
ing with such rapidity that it was with difficulty that the occupants of the 
upper stories were got out, several of them escaping by ladders. The 
building is owned by Tappan Wentworth, Escp He estimates his loss at 
$10,000; insured for $8,000, as follows: $3,500 in the Massasoit and 
$3,000 in the Fire and Marine of Springfield, Mass., and $1,500 in the 
Traders and Mechanics’ Insurance Company. The basement was occu- 
pied by 0. W. Ingalls as a cooking and bar-room ; he also occupied a store 
above as a saloon. Mr. Ingalls estimates his loss $1,500, on which there 
was an insurance of $500, in the Lowell Mutual Insurance Company.

Gentlemen : The Joint Committee who, by an order 
of the City Council, passed September 26th, 1865, were 
directed to report upon the expediency of supplying the 
City of Lowell with water for the use of the City and its 
inhabitants, in the extinguishment of fires and domestic 
purposes, » 


REPO R T 

That the introduction of water into the City, for the. 
uses contemplated in the order, has for many years engaged 
the attention of our citizens, and its necessity has been gen- 
erally acknowledged. A diversity of opinion, as to the 
proper source of supply, and an unwillingness to incur the 
expense of the undertaking, prevented, for a series of years, 
the initiation of any measures looking to the completion of 
the project. In 1855, however, application was made to the 
Legislature for the necessary authority, and an act was 
passed, approved May 21st, granting to the City the neces- 
sary power to complete the work. Various reasons, which 
need not be recapitulated, have hitherto prevented the City 
Government from taking any steps in furtherance of the 
measure ; but your committee are of opinion that no further 
delay should be suffered ; that public necessity demands the 
introduction of the water, and that the judgment of the peo- 
ple so often and so generally expressed in favor of the 
project, now demands its immediate prosecution. 
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The terms of the order does not call for a report em- 
bracing any details for the prosecution of the work, and the 
time of its passage was too late in the season to allow the 
present City Government to do more than express an opinion 
upon its expediency and general character; and the com- 
mittee have confined their investigations within the limits 
embraced in the order. They have made a general exami- 
nation of the localities in and around Lowell, with reference 
to the supply of water and the construction of a suitable 
reservoir to aid in its distribution. This examination has 
led your committee to the conclusion that a reservoir of suf- 
ficient capacity should be constructed on Fort Hill, and the 
same should be supplied with water taken from the Merri- 
mack River above Patucket Falls; and that by the aid of 
the power thus created, and of steam power located at the 
river, the vrater should be carried in pipes running through 
the various streets of the City. By this arrangement it will 
not be necessary to throw but a small portion of the water 
used to the height of the reservoir, whereby the expense of 
the supply will be materially lessened. 

Your committee do not present a calculation of the cost 
of this work, as the pripe^ of labor and materials may be 
expected to vary from their present rates before its com- 
mencement, but entertain a belief that the same may be 
constructed for five hundred thousand dollars, to \vhich must 
be added a yearly expenditure for operating and superin- 
tending the works. 

Perhaps an arrangement may be made with the Propri- 
etors of the Locks and Canals, by which the cost of the 
water would be materially lessened. In the examination of 
tins question in 1S4S, Mr. William E. Worthen, an accom- 
plished engineer, presented three modes of obtaining a sup- 
ply of waiter : First. "Deriving the power from Hunt's 
Falls, and pumping the water from the Merrimack Canal, at 


the corner of Anne ancl French Streets, into a double reser- 
voir to be located on Wyman Street, in Belvidere, the bottom 
of the reservoir to be one hundred feet above the Patucket 
Dam. Second. Using the same power, and pumping the 
water from the place designated in the first mode into a 
large reservoir to be constructed higher up the hill, having 
its bottom one hundred and seventy feet above Patucket 
Dam, and using a smaller reservoir near the corner of Alder 
and Stackpole Streets. The third mode was, “to locate the 
wheels on the Northern Canal, at the north corner of the 
river wall, on land owned by the Locks and Canals, near 
Melvin’s ; to draw both the supply for the City, and for 
driving the wheels, directly from the Northern Canal,” using 
a steam engine for the forcing power about three months in 
the year, and constructing a reservoir on the high lands at 
the west of the City, whose bottom would be seventy-five or 
eighty feet above Patucket Dam. The cost of the first 
mode, including distribution, was estimated at $456,210.34; 
of the second, $491,163.17 ; and of the third, $478,800.25. 
The engineer supposed that a full supply of water would 
enable the several Corporations to dispense with their force 
pumps and fire apparatus, and that the City might receive 
from that quarter an annual rent of ten thousand dollars. 

The Committee are not informed that any arrangement 
can now be made with the Proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals upon this subject, and have taken no steps to verify 
the calculations of Mr. Wortlien. They allude to his report, 
which will be found in the City Documents for the year 
1848, as an interesting and useful portion of the history of 
this question, not doubting that it will be carefully studied 
by those who may hereafter be conn’ected with the prosecu- 
tion of this work. It is proper to add that Mr. W orthen’s 
calculations are based upon a daily supply of thirty gallons 
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of water to each unit of seventy-five thousand inhabitants. 
An extract from the report of Mr. W orthen, upon the purity 
of the Merrimack River water and the requisite supply, will 
he found at the close of this report. 

Your Committee are of opinion that the introduction of 
water into the City, in sufficient quantity for use on all occa- 
sions of fire, would confer upon the inhabitants a direct 
pecuniary benefit, in the reduced cost of the Fire Depart- 
ment, the saving of property and the cost of insurance, equal 
to twenty thousand dollars annually; and that this saving, 
added to the annual tax to be paid by the citizens for the 
use of the water for domestic purposes, would, in a few years 
(if it did not immediately), justify the undertaking as a 
remunerative project. But the benefit to be derived from 
the free use of pure water, in a sanitary view, gives to the 
question its greatest importance, and reproaches us for ' the 
negligence which has so long delayed the commencement of 
the work. 

The Committee are not advised that there is any want 
of power in the act of 1855 to enable the City Government 
to prosecute successfully the proposed measure, but they 
recommend a careful examination of the same, so that any 
additional power that shall be deemed advisable, may be 
obtained the present winter. 

The Boston Water Act made provision for the election 
of three Commissioners, to whom the subject should be con- 
fided, who should hold their offices for three years; if the work 
was not completed before that time, subject to be removed 
for cause after a hearing upon charges presented against 
them. The object of this provision was, to place the under- 
taking beyond the influence of local or general politics, and 
the Committee submit to their successors the propriety of 
securing a similar benefit for their constituents.

The close of the present municipal year is too near at 
hand for any definite action upon the suggestions of this 
report ; but a hope is strongly indulged that the sub- 
ject will receive an early and an earnest attention from the 
succeeding City Government.

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EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF WILLIAM E. WORT HEN, 
ENGINEER, DECEMBER 20, 1848. 


Lowell, December 13tb, 1848. 

To the Committee on the Introduction of Water into the City of Lowell : 

SI 

Gentlemen : 

According to your directions, I commenced my labors 
with the investigation of the “purity of Merrimack River Water,” and 
the propriety of using it, as a source of supply. Knowing thsft Dr. 
Dana bad at different times made analysis of this water, Mr. Avery, of 
your Committee, and myself, waited upon bim, to obtain tbe chemical 
analysis, and also bis opinion witb regard to tbe propriety of its 
introduction for tbe supply of tbe City. Tbe following note bas been 
received from bim : 


Lowell, December 6 th, 1848. 

Dear Sir: 

In reply to your question, whether I think tbe water of Merrimack 
River fit to be used for cooking, drinking, and other domestic purposes, I 
beg leave to say, that I do not know any reason, from its chemical 
composition, to forbid such use of this water. 

Its amount and quality of salts, organic and mineral matter, indicate 
that it is not less pure than that used by tbe inhabitants of Philadelphia 
and New York, from tbe Schuylkill and Croton Rivers. For a more 
detailed account of matters dissolved and suspended in Merrimack 
Water, I would refer you to tbe 22d volume of Professor Hitchcock’s 
Final Report on tbe Geology of Massachusetts.

Wc extract from the Report above referred to, tbe following analysis 
and remarks : 
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“ The water evaporated, after all mechanically suspended matter had 
subsided, gave in one pint, 0.6172 grains, composed as follows: 


Organic Matter, 3086 

Lime, with some Sulphate of Lime, 1928 

Silica, 1155 

-L° ss > TT/SiTf 


The organic matter exists chiefly under those forms of geine, called 
crenic and apocrenic acids. It readily solves in water with a brown 
color, decomposes some metallic salts, and combines with lime, and moist 
hydrate of alumina. Its acid action is the source of the rapid solution 
of lead in Merrimack water. Crenate of iron and alumina is deposited 
rapidly on iron tanks and pipes exposed to the constant running of the 
river water. I have seen this compound deposited half an inch thick, in 
two years, in an iron tank, on its upright sides, and mamillary concre- 
tions, like large almonds, covering large patches of a cast iron pipe, 
which had been in use a few years only.” 

In order to afford a comparison of the above analysis with those of 
the Croton and Schuylkill, we subjoin the analysis of these last, as given 
by Prof. I. C. Booth, and H. M. Boye of Philadelphia :

The Merrimack water, as given by Dr. Dana, contains four and 
nine hundred and thirty-eight one-thousandths grains of solid matter to 
the gallon. The gallon contains fifty-eight thousand three hundred and 
seventy-two grains, so that the quantity of solid matter is less than one- 
ten-thousandth of the whole quantity of water, an amount so very trifling 
that it is appreciable only by chemical analysis. 
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There exists a vulgar prejudice in the minds of many, on the subjeet 
of drinking river water ; it needs but the introduction of a eopious supply 
to remove this; and like the inhabitants of Yew York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg and Cincinnati, we should use it freely, and would soon prefer 
it to any well water. ‘‘'Well water contains a greater proportion of bi- 
carbonate and sulphate of lime, it decomposes, and eurdles soap, and is 
called hard water, to distinguish it from rain and river water, whieh mix 
with soap, and are therefore ealled soft.” “ Hard water is a less perfeet 
solvent of organie matter than soft water ; henee it is mueh inferior for 
deeoetions and infusions, for the making of tea and coffee, and for brew- 
ing, and in eases of dyspepsia, it is improper as a drink, eausing irritation, 
and a sensation of weight in the stomaeh. “ Instinet, or experience,” 
says Youatt, “ has made the horse eonseious of the bad effects of hard 
water, for he never will drink hard water if he has aeeess to soft ; he will 
leave the most transparent water of the well, for the river, although tur- 
bid.” Use will soon teaeh us, what is instinet with the horse ; and we 
should find by investigation, that there is mueh less organie matter in the 
Merrimaek Paver water, than in the well water now used in this City. 

With regard to the incrustation of pipes, this does not oeeur to any 
great extent, exeept where the velocity of the water is inconsiderable, as 
in eases of pipes supplying some boarding houses directly from the Canal, 
a sediment has been formed, partly of the sand of freshets, and the pipes 
have beeome obstructed ; but east iron pipes have been used for the supply 
of the mills, and for hydrants in the yard, without having been troubled 
by incrustation ; and the Hamilton and Appleton boarding houses have 
been supplied for a number of years from the eisterns of the mills, 
through three inch east iron pipes ; but where wrought iron pipes of 
small diameter have been used, they have beeome inerusted, and in some 
eases entirely elosed. 

* Satisfied myself by the answer and analysis of Dr. Dana,- that the 
Merrimack, as a souree of supply, ean be only open to the same objection 
as all rivers and running streams ; and that use will soon remove this 
objection ; that it is the most feasible source of so large a supply as re- 
quired by the City ; and that the danger of the incrustation of the pipes is 
very trifling, I proeeed with the investigation as directed by the Com- 
mittee. 

2. The comparative advantages of employing steam and water 
power, in raising the water to a sufficient height for the supply of the eity. 

The comparative advantages of employing steam or water, is a mere 
matter of dollars and cents, and it is impossible to make any comparison 
at present, of the different costs, sinee definite aetion has not yet been 
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taken by the Proprietors of Locks and Canals, from whom water power 
must be obtained, as to the remuneration required for supplying this 
power. In one of the plans proposed, I have estimated the cost of a steam 
engine, and the expenditure in working, during three months in the year ; 
the power for the balance of the year being supplied by the Locks and 
Canals, and probably at a very small cost, as it is merely the using of 
waste water. 

3. The best location for the power to be used, whether steam or 
water power, and estimated cost of the same. 

4. The best position for the reservoirs, their number, capacity and 
cost ; and also the size and cost of pipes leading to them, and thence to 
the mills and houses throughout the City, including all expenses incident 
thereto, founding your calculations upon furnishing thirty gallons per day 
to each person in a population of seventy-five thousand. 

These two inquiries I have classed together, a3 they naturally run 
into each other, and it would be almost impossible to consider each sepa- 
rately. 

According to the basis assumed by the Committee, two million two 
hundred and fifty thousand gallons per day would be taken as the 
requisite supply. Thirty imperial gallons per day has been generally 
assumed as the daily supply for each unit of the population ; and this 
allowance has been found sufficient in practice for the watering of streets, 
supply of workshops, stables, baths, Ac. But in Lowell, besides the 
uses of water common to other cities, there are the large manufacturing 
establishments, which use a very considerable amount of water for 
washing, watering their yards,- Ac. The water is supplied from cisterns 
in the attics of the mills, and it is pumped from the canals by the water 
wheels. Every mill has one or more pumps, which are in operation 
continually during the working hours, besides longer ones which ean be 
thrown into gear in case of fire. By measuring the size of the pumps 
and length of the stroke, and finding the number of strokes per minute, 
I have been enabled to make a rough estimate of the quantity of water 
pumped by the different mills throughout the city. The calculation is 
based on the hypothesis that all the pumps are in good order, and that a 
quantity of water is thrown by each stroke about nine-tenths of the 
product of the size of the pump, into the length of stroke. In this way, 
I find the total quantity raised exceeds one hundred and fifty cubic feet 
per minute, or two and one-half feet per second. This is, undoubtedly, 
more than the actual amount, as probably few of the pumps are in the 
very best working order* but, as without very considerable trouble, this 
could not be ascertained ; and since in all our calculations it is best to 
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make ample allowance for a sufficient supply, I take, as the amount 
required by the mills, two and one-half cubic feet per second. This 
includes the supply of the Hamilton, Appleton, and Machine Shop 
Boarding Houses, together with that of about forty houses supplied from 
the Middlesex, which draw their soft water from the mill cisterns. The 
other Corporation houses have their soft water generally from the canals, 
and the wster is raised by hand-pumps in the several tenements. To 
proceed with the calculation for the supply of the inhabitants, we will 
call the supply of the mills as entirely extra, and allow thirty gallons 
per day for each unit of a population of fifty thousand inhabitants, or 
one million five hundred thousand gallons per day, or two hundred and 
forty thousand cubic feet. The mill pumps, on an average, are in opera- 
tion twelve hours per day, exclusive of Sundays, affording a supply of 
one hundred and eight thousand cubic feet daily, or six hundred and 
seventy-two thousand eight hundred and forty imperial gallons. The 
total, therefore, requisite for the mills and a population of fifty thousand 
inhabitants, will be two million one hundred and seventy-two thousand 
eight hundred and forty gallons per day. This is smaller than the 
estimate made by the Committee ; and that we may not err on the side of 
too small a supply, I propose to take two million five hundred thousand 
gallons as the amount on which to base the calculations of the quantity 
to be furnished the city daily. This gives the usual supply to sixty 
thousand inhabitants, and to the mills ; and when the inerease of popula- 
tion shall exceed this allowance, other wheels and pumps will be all that 
will be required for the extra supply.
